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anything like democratic principles. Theré is no more réason— 
indeed there is a great dea! less—why half the representation of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee should go to the Anglo-Jewish Association 
than that it should go to, say, the Council of the United Synagogue. 
The latter body is at least a representative organisation. But affairs are 
not always guided by the square rule of principle. Tradition, vested 
interests, and, not least, dislike and distrust of democratic methods, have 
to be taken into consideration ; and it is these which, in this matter, the 
Anglo- Jewish Association represents in regard to the Joint Committee. 
None the less, it would be a good thing if some other arrangement 
could be come to whereby, as our correspondent suggests, the 
Anglo-Jewish Association could find adequate representation on 
the Deputies of British Jews, and by that means pull its fair weight 
only, in communal Foreign affairs. But it will not be forgotten, tbat 
when this question was raised at the time the now expiring “ treaty” 
was entered into, the Anglo-Jewish Association refused to agree to 
leave the conduct of these matters te the Deputies. It intimated that 
it would, unless the “treaty” were agreed to, make independent 
representations to the Government; and so long as the Anglo-Jewish 
Association is of that mind and purpose (and the Government cares to 
recognise it), we are afraid that the preseat not very satisfactory com- 
promise of the Joint Committee, or something like unto it, is inevitable. 


The Communal Scheme; 

IN the weighty letter which the Rev. A. A. Green sends to us this 
week on the Community and its Ministry, he suggests that it was at the 
Conference of Ministers over which the late Dr. HERMANN ADLER preé- 
sided in the year 1909, that the principle of district organisation—now 
embodied in the Jewish War Memorial Scheme—was first proposed. Mr. 
GREEN, if he will cast his mind back, will remember that the principle 
was advocated in these columns many years before that date, just as 
indeed the Conference to which he refers was brought into existence at 
the instance of this journal. It, of course, is of far less consequence to 
fix the credit for first proposing so excellent, and now generally 
accepted, a reform than to carry it into actual practice. But it 
is only right to remind our readers how the Jewisu CHRONICLB 
has, as a matter of fact, been hammering away at this subject of Eccle- 
siastical Reorganisation for many years, and most often crying for it asa 
voice in the wilderness. It is because the Scheme proposes to meet this 
question that we view it with all the greater satisfaction. It is to some 
such project, indeed, that we must look for the tuning up of our religious 
organisation, and for the spiritual results which, it is earnestly to be hoped, 
will iow fromit. Into the new framework can be fitted much of the ability 
and the zeal which now run to waste. Our youth should find an 
attraction in the ministry which they never had before. We observe 
that the Jewish War Memorial proposals have attracted a good deal of 
criticism. We need not complain of that. The more earnest the dis- 
cussion the greater the public interest that is likely to be created. We 
cannot, however, endorse the strictures in which Mr. ZANGWILL indulged 
at the People’s Palace last Sunday. Mr. ZANGWILL urges that at such 
a critical moment as this, and with so mauy great problems on our 
bands, it is not right to start “even so mecessary and long delayed 
a movement as the remascence of British Jewry.’’ With his long experi- 
ence of public affairs in general and of Jewish affairs in particular, Mr. 
ZANGWILL must be aware that such an argument, if it were admitted, 
would kill every betterment scheme ever propounded. There has hardly 
ever been a time when Jews did not have grave problems to contend 
with. But if these had been made a pretext for domestic inactivity, this 
Community of ours would have sunk into a decay infinitely more pro- 
nounced and dangerous than anything we see around us to-day. Great 
Britain has just passed through a most terrible crisis in its history. 
That, however, bas not prevented it from undertaking the most far-reaching 
plans for reform ; and we shall not go far wrong in saying that there is 
energy and wealth enough in the Community to attend to its own vital 
needs while guarding the interests of the race elsewhere. Nor can we 
see anything essentially mistaken in the idea of Anglicising Judaism. A 
Judaism lived in England seed take no harm if it is shaped to the feelings 
and ideas of its English-born adherents—provided always of course that 
what is English in it is not allowed to prejudice it in the remotest as 
Judaism, and provided that in essence its teachings are left intact. 
The Jewish War Memorial is, we believe, an honest attempt, to which, it 
seems to us, ridiculously unfair to ascribe ulterior motives, to solve the 
problem of Judaism in England, and we cannot believe it will be thwarted 
—nor will the problem be helped—by merely destructive criticism. 


The Core of the Matter. 


In the long run, however, the success of the Scheme must depend 
upon the men who range themselves behind it. It is largely a matter 
of organisation. What it may become is dependent upon the spirit in 
which the machinery is worked. Mr. ZANGWILL put this in one way 
when he said that “religion does not survive by erecting buildings or tie- 
ing it up in trusts; religion can only be re-vitalised by living 
influence.” The Rev. A. A. GREEN makes the same point in the 
powerful letter to which we have referred. “If,” he says, “the 
new Jews’ College is to be re-organised for the maintenance of tradi. 
tional Judaism, several things become immediately necessary. First 
traditional Judaism will have to be defined. Then the agreed definition 
will have to be accepted by the Community, and will have to be honestly 
believed in by those who undertake its religious organisation.” 
These words touch the very core of the whole matter. To put the matter 
briefly, it is not only the organisation but the man tbat is needed to-day. 
Organisations conducted by men who do not believe in the objects of 
them—except for the good of others—are founded on sand and will 
drift to shipwreck. English Jewry is weak to-day, just because it 
presents” such disquieting contradictions at nearly all points of 
its ‘ religious economy. Mr. GREEN tells us in his burning 
words, “the position is false all round, honorary officers 
of the United Synagogue, honorary officers of éonstituent syna- 
gogues, members of the Council and of Boards of Management 
and members of the synagogue, are Maintaining systems with 
which they have no sympathy, in which they have no belief, and of which 


their own lives are a flat and fragrant contradiction. They consider 


themselves custodians of that for which they themselves do not care, 
They maintain services which they do mot attend, they sabventio, 
religion classes, though their children attend the Church services at 
public schools, they organise prayers for the High Festivals, though they 
may not themselves observe the Day of Atonement, and they administer 
the Shecheta Board, though they themselves make no differentiation 
between kasher and trefah.” This is a heavy indictment, but can 
anybody honestly assert that it is ill-founded? Surely everyone's 
personal experience confirms it. At every point the same aching con. 
tradiction, everywhere the same lie given by public workers to their publi- 
work. All around there is manifested the feeling that there is sufficient 
and, indeed, quite commendable sacrifice made to traditional Jadaism, 
when lip-service is done to it. Personal obedience to its dictates is quite 
another thiag, and altogether outside the bargain. Can it be wondered 
at if, in such contrasts, there is little strength and no progress? Mr. 
GREEN, whose admirable address at a Congregational Church on 
“England and Racial Prejudices,” (reported in another column) was a 
brave and a Jewish piece of work, will have the gratitude of every tric 
Jew by his plain speaking in our columns this week. We hope earnesi|y 
for the success of the Jewish War Memorial. But any possibility of its 
failure will be removed when those who are in any way responsible for it 
live the lives which Jews’ College is to preach. | 


The Rev, Ss. J. Roco, 


THE congratulations of the Community will go to the Rev. S.J, 
Roco on his attaining his Jubile as Hazzan, and we are gratified to 
publish in our present issue an interview with this good and faith{u! 
servant of British Jewry. Mr. Roco’s career has been an admirable one, 
and he has invested it with a spirit of religious enthusiasm, and of kindliness 
to all with whom he bas come into contact, which has made for him a host 
of friends among all who knew him. We are pleased that this eminent 
servict, extending over fifty years, was recognised ty the congregation to 
which hehas been attached. It is no more than was his dune, and no 
more, too, than was due to the congregation itself. It is with infinite regret, 
however, that we have to call attention to an incident in connection with 
this Jubile celebration, which distinctly marred tbe proceedings. Hatham 
Dr. GASTER was present, and obviously desired to pay his tribute——and 
who more able to than he ?—to a loyal and faithful colleague during the 
whole time that Dr. GASTER occupied the distinguished and onerous 
position of spiritual head of the Sephardic Community. But, we uncer. 
stand that acaveat was entered against Dr. GASTER'S speaking by a pro. 
minent member of the Executive of the Congregation, who was one of 
the foremost to connive at the obtaining from Dr. GASTER of his resig 
nation. If our information is correct, this gentleman has been guilty, 
not alone of personal insult to one of the most distinguished of our 
coreligionists—not only so far as this country goes—but of petty <pite 


‘and malignant vindictiveness which any true Jew should eschew, and 


which any true Englishman would be ashamedtoharbour. Such conduct 


does not affect Dr. GASTER. It merely recoils upon those who demean 
themselves to it. 


A Public School Story. 


THE Rev. MORRIS JOSEPH did the pulpit, as well as the community in 
general, good service by the admirable sermon he delivered at the West — 
London Synagogue last Sabbath, and we feel it a duty to English Jewry 
to reproduce it, as we do, in full in our issue of this week. The 
sermon was eloquent, forceful, with the strength of simplicity and 
lucidity. It deserves to be pondered well by every coreli- 
gionist. Its inspiration was found in a recently published book, 
which is part of the recent literary revulsion against the methods 
and spirit of our public schools. But it is not the book itself which, as 4 
production is by no means of a high order, that claims attention. 
It is the account—albeit obviously exaggerated and overdrawn—which it 
containsof the treatment meted out to a Jewish boy. It forms a serious side- 
light on an important question—the fate of the Jew in the public schoo! at 
whose intellectual fires he feeds so eagerly, and the temptation which public 
school life, as here depicted affords, to a suppression, as far as possible, by 
Jewish lads attending these schools, of all that is Jewish inthem, But the 
matter has an even more pointed and urgent Jewish interest. The Jewish 
boy in question is the son of an apostate father—would a Jew who 
became baptised retain his name of GELDSTEIN ?—-and_ the 
book tells of the mis-handling to which the lad is subjected by bis 
Christian fellow scholars. Not all the baptismal waters can wash out 
the stain of his Jewish origin. Heis bullied, “ ragged,” cuffed, perse- 
cuted, precisely as if he had been suffered to remain within the faith— 
May, more so, because the intrusion into the chapel of the “ Jew-face,” 
whose character blazons forth his ancestry, is bitterly resented. Thc 
boy was cordially invited to “ hook it back to his synagogue, and not try 
“ and pretend he wasn't a ——-—— Jew by rolling into the school chape!— 
“ that didn’t wash—one had only to look at his nose to see that the syn2. 


 gogue was his shop—d—— sauce shoving his hairy great nose into the 
school chapel, etc.” 


The Jew in Microcosm, 


Tn the light of all this, the foolish edifice of vanity, which is reared 
on the contention that Judaism is a matter of religion and naught beside, 
crumbles miserably to earth. The boy, despite his father's apostasy, was 2 
Jew to his fellows, and indeed so regarded himself. He piteously pleaded 
his right as a jew to Christianity, because a Jew was its founder. The lad’s 
objection that the pictures of Jesus never depict him as a Jew, such as he 
was, but always as an Englishman or an Italian or one of any other non 
Jewish race, and the boy's suggestion that to this fact must be attributed 
some of the prejudice of the Christian towards Jewish features, is 45 
pathetic as it is ingenious. But what a lesson has not this story for 
the Jew who thinks he can find oblivion from his pursuers in the 
Christian sanctuary! Mr. JosepH does well to stress the point. 
A Jewish public school boy may try to hide his Judaism, but 
,, be will do so in vain. He may affect an indifference to it by 

zealously attending Christian worship, and even leading the singing of 
“ Christian hymns; but his efforts will be futile. He cannot obliterate bis

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 
IS IT PEACE? 


By Mentor. 


was an error in the printing, or rather an omission, in the 

contribution supplied to this column last week, which I desire 
to take the first opportunity of repairing. In the course of what I 
wrote, I asked why humanity appeats to us as so generally 
sinful, and said: “My own impression is that this arises 
imainly through the fault of the Priests, the Parsons, the Rabbis, the 
Ministers—all those, in short, whose business lies in placing their finger 
npon the wrong, and exposing the sinful.” Well, instead of Rabbis I 
wrote Rabbis,” and there is no need for me to point the moral or adorn 
the tale of the difference. An expression of my regret is due and now 
tendered to the Rabbis, Perhaps the “ Rabbis” are equally entitled to my 
apologies for apparently omitting them from the catalogue I drew of 
‘ professional religionists,” as I called them. They will forgive me 
when I assure them that nothing was further from my thoughts than 
in such a galére not to include then, 


AND now to a matter more serious and more important. Within 
the next few days, a “ Yes" or a “No” has to be uttered upon which 
depends much of the future of the world. More than once during the 
last few months, since the armistice was declared, 1 have ventured to 
remind those who read what is written in this column, that the war was 
suspended and not ended. It was a word that needed saying, for, with 
nine people out of ten, there was peace in the world when in last November 
active hostilities ceased. That Germany has now to say © Yes"’ to the 
terms which have been prepared for heracceptance or rejection, by the Con- 
terence of the Allies in Paris, on pain of suffering the renewal of active 
hostilities against her, is proof, if proof were needed, that the war is 
not ended but suspended. If “ No” be the German answer, then military 
operations will revive, and the war, which raged for upwards of four 
years, will again be in being, however unequal-end to my 
way of thinking grossly unfair—the combat must now necessarily 
be. Those who imagined that the war was ended with the 
proclamation of the armistice in November must have had a rude 
awakening, too, when the representative of the Prime Minister, at the Guild- 
hall the other day, reminded his audience that at this very moment there 
are in the world twenty-three wars actually in progress. 


It is sincerely to be hoped that the Germans will sign the Peace 
terms that have been presented to them. From all points 
of view it is their best course. Materially, they are quite 
unable successfully to resist the Powers that are arrayed against 
them, and a refusal to sign must bring uatellable trouble upon their own 
people. They have been defeated. They have lost the arbitrament 
which their ‘rulers chose, and it is too late for them to-day to escape 
the implications of the gauge of battle, which was flung in the face 
of their enemies. They cry out that the terms set before them 
are harsh, unconscionable, unfair, andimpossible. If they be these, then 
their signing them will make no difference. For Time will prove; and if 
the terms be such as the Germans say they are, Time will moderate and 
modify the penalty which is being inflicted upon them. Some of us believe 
that a worse feature of the terms is the damage they must do to the 
world at large, and which will be much more than that which 
the Germans can suffer fromthem. But the Germans ought not to trouble 
greatly about any prejudice to their honour as a Nation, involved in the 
signing of terms which they consider to be unfairly severe. Assuming 
even that their ethical contention is correct, signing the terms will be one 
of the least dishoncurable things of which the German nation has been 
made guilty by its rulers since the beginning of the war. 


Be this as it may, of more consequence than whether the Germans 
sign the Treaty that is demanded of them, and the Austrians, and the 
Bulgarians, and the Turks, do likewise, is the question whether these 
Treaties will, in fact, be Peace Treaties. For if they are not Peace 
Treaties, if the arrangemeuts which the Paris Conference bas made do 
not eventuate in permanent peace for the world, in the crushing from 
men’s hearts of militarism, and not merely from German hearts of 
Prussian militarism, the war is not won for the Allies. If—as I ven- 
tured to put it the other day—man does not now make unto himself a 
new binding obligation. 4n eleventh commandment: Thou shalt do 
no War—then though, thank God! the arms of the Allies have 
triumphed, the struggle will not have been won for the cause for which

 Jewishness. A Jew he is, and a Jew he continues to be in the sight of 
his schoolmates. He must bear the Jew’s historic burden.” But there is 
yet another aspect of this attractive subject which compels attention, and 
proclaimsits lesson. The book, in its analysis of the Jewish boy’s psychology, 
exhibits bis moral weakness. The lad is pictured as shrinking before 
the general contumely; as flying to the horns of the Chapel Altar for 
peace, as servile and cringing. Would his fate not have been happier 
if he had possessed the true Jewish spirit, if he had stood erect, proclaimed 
his Judaism, and met insult with manliness, courage, and dignity ? That, 
it occurs to us, is perhaps the most important question which the book 
asks of the modern Jew; and it is a question to which there can be but 
one reply. It is contained in the old saw that the world will respect the 
Jew so long as, as Jew, he respects himself. The Jew who lays himself 
in the national gutter must expect to be—kicked, When the Jew shows 
himself to be a man among mean there will be an end to his moral exile ; 


- not before! Herein, indeed, is nine-tenths of the Jewish problem, and we 


see evidences of the fact constantly and everywhere around us. Thus, 
the public echool-boy GELDSTEIN and his mottled story are the Jew in 
microcosm, however unfaithful in detail may be the picture drawn of him.

they unsheathed the sword. Writing in this column a few days after the 
dread conflict broke out, a few days after the greatest of human disasters 
fell upon the world. I observed : 


It cannot at any time be too soon to insist upon men and women turning 
their minds to Peace as the goal of war. It can never be too soon for Jews, to 
whom Peace is a great ideal, a religious conception, even in the din of battle, 
even whilst sabre is clashing against sabre, to project their minds to the goal 
of war, and-think of Peace. 


That was the goal of the war, and with that goal won, the war will 
be won. With that goal lost, the war will be lost. And from this point of 
view, we need not trouble to which side will fall true victory. If Peace 
result from the deliberations of the Paris Conference, then the triumph 
of the struggle, the moral triumph, will be Germany’s as much as England's. 
It will belong to the Central Powers as much as to the Allies. It cannot 
be too insistently said that to the peoples of the Central Powers, whether 
they recognise it or not, the ending of militarism is more important than 
even to the Allies. It is they and not the Allies that for generations have 
suffered from militarism in its worst form, they were nearly crushed with its 
burden even before the war began—its bitter dead-sea fruit is theirs to- 
day. Their one hope now, with the military defeat that they have sus- 
tained, is that peace shall rule among the peoples of the world. It seems 
to me, hence, absurd to think that the German people do not perceive 
this, and that their professions of a desire for peace and concord are 
mere hypocrisy. I notice that the Allies in the final and decisive reply 
which they handed to the German Delegation the other day, twitted them 
with only desiring peace and renouncing militarism when they were 
defeated. What shallow and unworthy argument to be sure! Where in 
history, pray, has anything else happened? Did the French relinquish 
the Imperialism—the shoddy Imperialism of the last Napoleon—before 
Sedan, and before, under the brutal threat of Bismarck, they were in danger 
of being bled like veal? Was there a renunciation in England, please, of 
the Divine right of Kings, before Cromwell defeated the Royalist party at 
Naseby? Or did the Russian people renounce the infamy of Tsardom 
when the Russian hosts were ‘‘steam-rolling"’ over German territory ? Was 
it not only when they had retreated before the merciless and brutal hosts 
of the Teuton hordes? Has any people ever been brought to cast down 
its false idols in the hour of its triumph? Never. Defeat, degradation, 
punishment have always been the necessary prelude to the revocation of 
national wrong and a departing by any people from its evil ways. 


And this brings me to say that there will not be Peace as a result of 
the Paris Conference, that the war will not win the goal to attain which 
the Allies waged it, if the blind hatred of people by people which War 
induces, is maintained when hostilities have ceased. The goal of war 
which the Allies set before their peoples will not be attained if a clear 
differentiation ig not made between the crimes of the German rulers and 
the illusions of the German people. Unhappily there are forces even in 
this country that are busily engaged in still endeavouring to maintain the 
fires of insensate international hate. The Times, as is quite natural to 
it, is foremost in this wicked and harmful crusade. We may hate the 
sin and we may yet love the sinner—that is Christian doctrine to be 
sure, but it is, besides, jewish common sense. In the course of the 
article from which I have just quoted, and which was written in August, 
1914, there occurred the following :— 

We believe that Germany in this quarrel is wrong, absolutely, entirely, 
irrevocably wrong. We believe the cause of England is just. She has goneto 
batile with a clear conscience and with cleanNhands. Yet it will not help to 
bring nearer the goal of war by our insisting constantly on our righteousness, 
on the clarity of our cause, on the justice of our quarrel—by not seeing that, 
however mistaken the Germans may be, they, too, believe that their cause has 
everything to be said for it. When war afflicts nations, it is an historical fact 
that blindness afflicts them too. Something of blindness is a necessary pre- 
liminary to people undertaking the terrible arbitrament of war. Think of any 
of the great wars of history, and ask whether blindness, moral, mental, 
spiritual, was not their prelude. We here in this country believe that 
our cause is right. We are laying down our lives for what we believe to be 
just and true and honourable. Let us not forget that our enemies are laying 
down their lives with an equal assurance. If we bear that carefally in mind 
the goal of war will be all the nearer. 


I would repeat and emphasise those words to-day with all my heart, 
with all my soul. Because with all my heart and with all my soul! believe 
that the one hope for humanity, the only chance for civilisation, is the cessa- 
tion of War. Because the beating out from men's minds of every idea of 
War as anarbitrament of international disputes, the breaking down of the 
barriers of hate and ill-will, wherever they may be found, between people 
and people, and whatever may be the cause of the estrangement, is an 
essential preliminary to the killing of the war spirit in man. If that 
principle be a good one, let us now put it to the hardest possible test for 
us, and apply it to our relations to the German people. They have paid 
the price, and will have to pay the price, of their folly or their wickednes— 
or both—in making themselves responsible, not alone for the system of 
militarism which caused the war, but for the iafamous way in which the 
war was conducted. Let them bear their punishment as they must; that 
is humanly unavoidable. But let us see with their eyes, and perceive that 
there is all the difference in the world between the wickedness of the 
rulers of Germany, who were responsible for the war, and the folly of 
the people who supported it. Let us Jews at least-—for it is primarily our 
duty—de nothing to exacerbate international ill-will. Let us Jews here do 
nothing to prolong the agony of dislike which exists between this country 
and its enemies. Let us ratber each of us for ourselves, and where we 
can, do what we are ableto bring these German enemies back into the 
community of friendship, into the community of goodwill. For friendship 
and goodwill between peoples are essential to the Peace, and unless 
peace, enduring peace, be the result of the war, the war will not have 
been won for the cause of the Allies, 


This, indeed, was the burden of the speeches delivered by Viscount 
Grey and Lord Robert Cecil at the meeting the other evening to promote 
the cause of the League of Nations. The League is worth nothing asa 
material agreement, as an inscribed document, as a code, as a set of 
rules, as a treaty, or as anything of the sort. As such, it is but a scrap 
of paper which may help to a new and a greater conflagration the instant 
the spark of dispute or of international disagreement happens to fall upon 
it. The only value of the League is its moral value. I -mean, if its 
supreme message is written in the hearts and souls of men, so that they 
will abjure war and flee from it as from a pestilence, if they will come to 
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see that there is no disaster comparable to war that can fall upon man> . , ez Toe 
kind—that, as Lord Robert Cecil finely said, we have all been blinded by THE POGROM S. 
poets and historians, and are the victims of the conspiracy not yet broken pentane 

down to dwell on the glories of battle and cower over its horrors—then 


there is hope for the League of Nations. Otherwise it is to be feared 
there is no hope for the League of Nations. It follows that in such case 
there can be no hope for Peace, and none that the cause of the Allies 
in the ghastly struggle which afflicted mankind for upwards of four and 
a half years, will be finally won in this generation, 


As has been insistently and persistently said in this column ever 
since the war began nearly five years ago, the Jew's best hope is Peace, 
just as it is his finest and truest ideal, That it is the Jewish ideal which 
Christians borrowed and have been Christian enough never to adopt 
because it was not their own, there is no need here to elaborate. The 
Bible is our record of the doctrine of Peace. It breathes through every 
word of our noblest prophets and seers. Butif not more important, at 
least more topical, is the fact that it is the Jew’s best policy. Only with 
Peace, only with a freedom from War, only if the Allies’ cause for which 
they unsheathed the sword is now won, only if militarism is crushed out of 
the minds of men, and not merely Prussian militarism out of the 
minds of Germans, is there any worthy prospect before the Jew, 
whether in his national home-to-be in Palestine, or in the diaspora 
which, to such a proportionately large extent, he must inhabit. 


It is to be hoped that the Germans will say “Yes” to the 
Treaty that has been placed before them, and that the Austrians, 
and the Turks, and the Bulgarians wili say ditto to the docu- 
ments to which their signature will be invited. But let us make no 
mistake, The mere signing of the treaties will not ensure peace. That 
will come only through something more substantial than treaties, and 
more sure than documents, however tough the parchment upon which 
they are written, and however big the seal by which the signatures to 
them are vouched, It will only come with the right spirit and the true- 
heartedness of the peoples of the world. In helping to direct the nations 
in that regard aright, we Jews, if we play our traditional part in the 


cause of Peace, can do not a little here and now to justify our God-given 
mission on earth, 


THE CALL OF THE KIDDIES. 


The somewhat meagre bunch of responses to the Call, which is all 
I have been able to garner in since our first list was published, inclines me 
to the belief that my readers do not understand what “ The Call of the 
Kiddies" is, I will endeavour briefly to explain. 

It is a chorus of children's voices, none too strong and lusty even ia 
the aggregate of the thousands of throats from which it proceeds, 
Indeed, listening with moderate care, a faint weariness and a languid 
tiredness, which ought not to be associated with little children, are easily 
detected. But, paradoxically, they render the chorus all the stronger and 
more insistent, because its burden is: “ We need, for our health’s sake, 
maybe to save our young lives, to shield us from sickness and disease, 
a few days of fresh air in the country.

A DAY OF MOURNING AND PROTEST 
IN LONDON ON THURSDAY NEXT. 


Thursday next, the 26th inst. has been fixed as a day of mourning 
and protest against the pogroms in Poland. 

As will be seen from the advertisement in this issue, th. 
day has been set aside for fasting and prayer. Mass meetings 
are to be held at the People’s Palace and the Pavilion 
Theatre, Mile End, at eleven o'clock in the morning, ang 
in the afternoon a service of prayer and mourning will be held at the 
Queen's Hall, at which an address will be delivered by the Chief Rabb). 
who is preparing a special ritual for the purpose, and at which the ke, 
A. Katz and a choir of Hazannim will officiate, the Revs, Morris Joseph 
and S. J. Roco participating in the proceedings. 

Large numbers of Jewish workers thronghout London have decided 
to cease work on Thursday by way of protest, and a large number of 
businesses will also be closed down, for the same purpose, on that day. 

In reference to the meeting which it was proposed to hold to pro. 
test against the massacres of Jews in Poland, the Committee, appointed 
by the Joint Committee of the Deputies of British Jews and the Ang!». 
Jewish Association for the purpose of arranging such a gathering, ha; 
decided, in view of the delicate nature at the moment of the politica! 
situation, not at present, to hold such a gathering, but has arranged the 
Service of Prayer, the details of which are given above, 


The Polish and Galician Rabbis and Tsadickim ordered that 18th Jine 
(20th Sivan) should be regarded as a day of fast and mourning throughout the 
State in memory of the pogrom victims and as a protest against the outrages 

A general fast on the same day had also been ordered by the Federation of 
Jewish Congregations in Switzerland, 


MEMORIAL OF POLISH-JEWISH DEPUTIES TO 
M. PADEREWSKIL, 


Warsaw 

As already announced in the Jewish CHRONICLE, the Nationalist 
Jewish Deputies in the Polish Parliament have addressed a memorial 
to the Premier, M. Paderewski, requesting him to state what measures 
he proposed to adopt to stop the pogrom movement and to protect the 
Jews. The deputies drew the Prime Minister's attention to his promise ‘o 
the Jews, given on entering Poland in the capacity of head of the Governm: 
namely, to uphold the principle of equality of all citizens. Inreality, how: 
Jews are being dismissed from official posts and denied the unemploy: 
grants given to their Christian colleagues. Jews are also gradually being o 
from industrial and commercial concerns, and Government contracts wit! |: 
are cancelled. Even the hospital authorities dismiss Jewish doctors. Mec: : 
addressed by Yiddish speakers are prohibited in many places, and in so: 
towns (e.g. Lublin) special censorship of Jewish newspapers is in fo 
Yiddish signboards on shops are prohibited, and Jews are compelled to res: 
Sundays. In many villages resolutions are adopted deranding the expulsion of 
Jews in accordance with the practice of the Tsarist régime. Moreover, secur:\y 
for Jewish lives and property has disappeared. It appears that there exists an 
organised secret effort to provoke the masses to attack Jews Since 
M. Paderewski's advent to power pogroms occurred at Kalish, Busk, Shidlova, 
Stopnitz, Velun, Lublin, Mechov, Slomniki, Rzezow, Kolbushov, and in many 
places in the Kieltce, Kalish, and Strezezov districts. The judicial autborities 
often institute proceedings against the ringleaders of the riots, but the 
organising forces of the pogroms are left to continue the work unhindered, and 
the ringleaders, too, are not brought to trial speedily, the proceedings beiny 
protracted. 

The army is also going against the Jews, through the agitation of ani.- 
Semitic spokesmen. Jews are punished even for tearing down anti-Semi': 
proclamations threatening them with. massacres in the event of Polis!) 
political failures. Under the guise of searches for weapons and stores of food, 
Jewish shops and premises were plundered at Lodz, Lukov, and Konsk 
Nothing illegal was, of course, discovered during the searches; elsewhere. 
synagogues were desecrated and the Scrolls of the Law torn, but at the same 
time the premises and shops of Christians were carefully spared all the annoy- 
ances inflicted upon the Jews. 

In Lithuania, Polish troops committed the anti-Jewish outrages at Pinsk. 
Vilna, Lida and Porytzk. Similar outrages on a smaller scale occurred at 
Pruzany and Volkovizk, The anti-Semitic disturbances also spread in Western 
Galicia. In addition, troops from Posen attacked Jews at Warsaw, and 
General Haller's soldiers organised the “ beard-tearing outragesat Zakrotchim. 
Novidvor, and other places. They beat, torture, and terrorise the Jews wherever 
they come across them in an unspeakable manner. In the principal cities, 10 
the railway stations and trains the Jews are maltreated in a bestia! fas!ion. 
The disgraceful removal of beards, accompanied by unspeakable torments {or 
the Jews has become an everyday occurrence in Poland. All this happens in 
open daylight under the eyes of the authorities, who look on passively. At the 
same time appeals are published and reports circulated which attribute (he 
entire blame to the Jews themselves, Jewish railway employés are dismisse, 
Jewish merchants and artisans are deprived of their licences, Jewish meetinys 
are not allowed, and the Jewish Press is subject to the preventive censorship 

The fact that offenders against Jews go unpunished creates an impression 
among the public that there exists no law for Jews. Fora trivial error of one 
Jew, all Jews must suffer lynch law, The Polish Press is permitted to attack 
Jews, though the Jewish newspapers are prosecuted for publishing pogrom 
news. The official communications on the pogroms offer excuses for the 01! 
rages, and the public regards even Government appeals against the pogroms 
as a mere form of politeness which means nothing. 

The Jewish Deputies declared themselves prepared to substantiate al! (he 
grievances with facts and documents. 

The Jewish Deputies explained that owing to the Polish Parliamentary pro- 
cedure which required more signatures for an interpellation than the Jews cou!d 


gather, they were obliged to send him the memorial instead of interpellating 
the Premier in the House.

following thoroughfares: Jeruzalimskaja, Grajecka, Zelazna, Tawarowa, 
Panska, Wielka, Tarczynska. All the business premises of Jews in Ochata 
were plundered. Consequent on the intervention of Dr. Thon and M. Hartglas 
&@ military detachment restored order. 

Excesses also took place on the same day at Petrikau, where the Jews were 
robbed and cruelly beaten. The police who attempted to stop the riots were 
put into prison by military recruits. . 

At Praga, a suburb of Warsaw, recently, repeated sanguinary attacks were 
made upon Jews. Shops were plundered. On the fourth of June there was a 
great razzia on Jews in which Haller’s soldiers largely participated, Thirty 
Jews were wounded severely. In Kholm shops were plundered, many Jews 
were wounded and several killed. 


RIOTS IN CRACOW, 


Immediately after the arrival of General Haller's Army in Cracow on-~- 
June 4th, some soldiers began to beat Jews and tear out their beards in the 
vicinity of the railway stations and in the city. On Friday, the 6th, soldiers 
plundered Jewish shops in the “ Tuchlaube” (Cloth Hall). The mob soon 
joined in, and a methodical attack began. Almost all the shops of Jews in the 
Grodzkagasse, Dittelgasse, Alte Weichoselgasse, and the Casimir quarter were 
plundered by the mob, led by soldiers of General Haller's Army. In the 
Casimir quarter the Jewish Militia, defending Jewish property, was attacked by 
Haller’s soldiers and shot at, many passers by being wounded. In the evening, 
after the intervention of Dr. O. Thon, President of the Jewish National 
Council, with General Haller, military patrols arrived. The patrols remained 
passive, and the police who intervened were beaten by Haller’s soldiers until 
they bled. The number of wounded has not yet been ascertained, but is said 
to amount to two hundred. The damagé is estimated at 25,000,000 crowns 
{nominally £1,000,000). The riot continued the whole of Saturday (the 71h), 
With the exception of the Naprzod, which admits the true character of the 
riot, Polish newspapers pretend that Jewish and German spies created a pogrom 
to discredit General Haller's Army. The Press continues its attacks upon the 
Jews, and the protection afforded by the authorities is very weak and 
is generally refused. The situation of the Jews is despera'e.—Zionist 
Organisation, 

Concerning the Cracow pogroms, the Polish Press publishes misleading 
reports representing the events as encounters with Bolsheviks. Searches for 
arms and ammunition were made in houses occupied by Jews, but nothing 
suspicious was found. 


FATAL RIOTS IN LITHUANIA. 


Warsaw [F.0.C.! 

Anti-Semitic riots occurred at Nementchin (near Vilna) in the course of 
conflicts between Polish and Bolshevik forces. Among the Jews killed are 
Moses Zinman and his son Jonah, Elijah Lafer, Chaim Grodzensky, Elieser 
Rudashevsky and the local Shochet, Zeov Yedidovitch. 


AN INTERPELLATION ON THE 
POGROM. 


The Deputies, Hartglass and Dr. Thon, submitted in the Polish Diet an 
urgent motion concerning the pogrom at Czenstochow. The slight wounding 
of a soldier on the bead by an unknown person afforded the pretext for an 
attack on the Jewish population, in which Haller’s troops and troops from 
Posen took part. Five Jews were killed, and thirty, including women and 
children, were wounded. A Jewish surgeon, who desired to help the injured 
persons, was killed in. the presence of. the police. The motion states that the 
pogrom was systematically prepared at the instigation of the newspapers 
Goniec, Czenstochovski, and Kurjer Caenstochovski The motion demands, 
firstly, that the Diet should induce the Government to suppress pogrom propa- 
ganda and prevent further outrages by troops; and, secondly, condemns anti- 
Semitic outrages, as tending to spread anarchy in the country. The Diet 
refused urgency for the motion, which was supported only by Jews and 
Socialists, as it decided to investigate events at Czenstochow. 

The burial of the five victims at Czenstochow was attended by the entire 
Jewish community. All the business places of Jews were closed and remained 
closed throughout the week of mourning. The non-Jewish population showed 
great emotion when the funeral procession passed through the streets. A large 
number of Jews who had been wounded had their faces and hands bandaged, 
as they walked behind the biers. ' 

Dr. Broniatowsky, who had attended to the wounded, has declared that 
during his four years of military service at the front he had not seen men so 
inhumanly and brutally injured as were the victims of the pogroms. ° 


CZENSTOCHOW 


UKRAINIANS AND POGROMS. 


The Ukrainian military authorities have published the following appeal 
against pogroms :—" The Black Hundreds, the Bolsheviks, and others, some- 
times only common robbers, agitate among our Cossacks to cause them to ruin 
and commit robbery among the Jewish people, as this race is said to be the 
cause of all that happens Ukraine. Such individuals seek to force their way 
into Our army, and pre ndto be the sincere protectors of the people. They 
promote anarchy, in order the better to quell our free Ukrainian people. 

“Cossacks and all who wish our Fatherland well, all who do not desire that 
foreigners, such as Chinese, Lithuanians, Muscovite robbers, Bolsheviks, and 
others shall rule us, and those who neither wish the Tsar nor the Hetman to 
rule, but wish the people to be loyal to the Republic, should not forget that all 
anarchy, as well as pogroms, may lead to this end. Anarchy is more terrible 
than the enemy, who press upon us from all sides. Bear in mind, Cossacks, 
that pogroms can undermine our power, because the death of the innocent under 
pogroms will call forth hate against us, and the number of our enemies will 
grow. Cossacks, we will fight against this armed enemy, and not against the 
peaceful population, Our enemies can by these means cast astain on our people 
and on our State. Furthermore, command that all who agitate among our 
soldiers for pogroms will be arrested and tried by court-martial. The agitation 


for pogroms among the troops will be severely punished.” Tre original docu- 
ment was signed by Otaman Melnyk. 


“THE JEW AS STALKING HORSE.” 


Under the above title the following appeared in the last issue of the New 


Europe — 

“The Jew is an unhappy being, and nothing but the hopeful vision 
promised land could have given him the chieiena! vitality which is the aa 
cause of his obstinate survival.

We are apt to forget that, at all times, 
there is an acute economic question, in which the boot is usually on the other 
leg ; and in recent months this economic issue has become almost a casus be!) 
between Pole and Jew, owing to the criminal profiteering of thelatter. Now, tlc 
motive behind the telegrams mentioned above is that of estranging the Poles 
(and the Russians) from their friends in France, Britain and America, and of 
forcing them to make terms with Berlin.

MR. ZANGWILL'S REPLY. 

Heading it ‘‘The Jew as Whipping-Boy,” Mr. Zangwill has sent to (Le 
Editor of the New Eurode the following reply :— 

Str,—In a mid-war study of your dubious but defensible dogma, “The 
Principle of Nationalities,” I-ventured to point out that “one cannot serve two 
masters: Nationality and Nemesis.” If the Peace Conference is now engaged 
in serving both simultaneously, it is with different hands, each pretending not 
to know what the other is doing. But Poland is consciously combining the two 
services in an orgie of resurrection and destruction; and,as a reader of the New 
Europe from the first number—and an admirer of your righteous handlin, 
the Paris Conference—I am shocked to find you justifying ber barbarism on 
‘the ground that the Jews, who are the victims of her massacrings, have been 
guilty of '‘ criminal profiteering.” Criminal profiteering would be subject to 
the ordinary processes of the law, so I assume you mean simply profiteering. 
It happens that Mr. H. M. Brailsford, who has just returned from Poland. 
anticipated the charge by explaining that ‘‘the bourgeois Press, while keeping 
silence about Christian food hoarders and profiteering landlords, created the 
impression that all the shortage and dearness of food was due to the Jews.” 
Moreover, in Pinsk, of the impending pogrom in which Mr, Brailsford warned 
General Piisudski himself, some seven-tenths of the inhabitants are Jews, so 
that here the results of profiteering would press more, quantitively speaking, 
upon the Polish Jews than upon the Poles proper. Wesid~s, you are forgetting 
the terrible economic boycott of the Poles against the Jews tbat was in being 
before the war—with its opportunities of profiteering—broke out at all; a boy- 
cott that began in a political dispute. 

But even on your hypothesis that the massacres are due, noi to any racial- 
religious prejudices of the Poles, but to the criminal profiteering of some Jews, 
do you, and dare you, put this forward as a justification for pogroms involving 
thousands of the poorest members of a population that has suffered perhaps 
more than any other in this war from the tramplings of alternate conqufrors ’ 
Let Poland bang her criminal profiteers, Jewish or Christian ; but till she can 
keep better order than that which once proverbially ruled in Warsaw, ‘he 
utmost that she deseryes is to be administered as one of the uncivilised peop'cs 
under a mandatory appointed by the League of Nations. 

As you curiously maintain that the numerous telegrams in the London 
press re these pogroms are due to a secret conspiracy against Poland—when (ve 
obvious explanation is that their frequency is due to the frequency of the 
massacres—let me add that I speak as an old friend of Poland, a contributor ‘to 
the volume Prusse et Pologne, edited by Sinkiewicz in 1908, and that some two 
years ago, while the fate of Poland was still in doubt, I wrote in the Polis’:

A public meeting was held at the Jewish Club and Institute at Woolwich 
last week to protest against the pogroms.

THE “MORNING POST” AND THE POGROMS, 


The Morning Post of Saturday last printed a leading article headed, “ The 
Jews in Poland.” The statements therein contained, especially those denying 
that pogroms had taken place, were replied to in detail by Mr. Israe! 
Cohen, B.A., in a letter published on Wednesday, The Morning Post, on that 
day, dbropos to the coming visit of M. Paderewski to England, printed anot!er 
leading article under the caption of “ The Plot Against Poland.” Dealing wit 
Mr. Cohen's maintenance of the accuracy of his accounts of the pogroms that 
had occurred, the Morning Post produces rebutting evidence as follows -—M. 
Rubinstein, the Chief Rabbi of Vilna, on behalf of his coreligiorists, presented 
an address to General Pilsudski thanking him, as the Polish Commander-in- 
Chief, for his kind treatment of the Jews. Moreover, Lieut. Dewal, who 
accompanied the American Mission to Viln: under Col. Godson, declares that 
no pogrom by Polish troops or civilians took place there. And as to Pinsk, the 
facts were also attested by members of the American Mission. With regard to 
the open letter addreseed, as Mr. Cohen states, by the Jewish members of the 
Polish Diet to M. Paderewski (the substance of the letter in question 15 printed 
elsewhere in the present issue of the Jewish CHRONICLE), the Morning Post 
asserts that “‘only certain Zionist members signed that letter. The more 
reputable Polish Jews took no part in this campaign of misrepresentatio”. 
A union of Poles of Hebraic creed, representing the best Jews in al! ow 
Polish cities, have ‘repudiated the spreatling of hatred between citizens #° 
the idea of pogroms so contrary to the national Polish spirit.’ They deplore 
barbarous outrages on the one side, and they also deplore the Jewish pro 


_ paganda of antagonism and separatism ' carried on by the Zionists. ” 
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Peace Conference and National Rights. 


Article 93 of the Peace Terms presented to Germany places upon Poland 
the obligation “to embody in a treaty with the principal Allied and Associated 
Powers such provisions as may be deemed necessary by the said Powers to 
protect interests of inhabitants in Poland who differ from the majority of the 
population in race, language, or religion.” 


The Blood Accusation in Turkey. 


ENERGETIC INTERVENTION OF BRITISH AUTHORITIES. 
CONSTANTINOPLE [F.O.C.] 

Three Greek women at Tchorlou, near Adrianople, accused the small Jewish 
community in that town of ‘having abducted and killed their young brother, 
Gregori, aged 15, for requirements of the Jewish Passover. A Jewish notable 
of the place, named Mercado, and a lady, Rebecca Behar Nissim, were cruelly 
ill-treated and put into prison by some fanatical Greek soldiers. The Greek 
population showed a menacing attitude towards the Jews and attacked some of 
their houses. Accordingly, during the night, a deputation was sent to 
Adrianople, aad, thanks to the energetic intervention of the Chief Rabbi of that 
city, the Governor, Colonel Samson, head of the English Mission, and the 
Greek Metropolitan telegraphed to the authorities at Tchorlou to protect the 
lives of the Jews. At the end of two days of search, during which our co- 
religionists were in great terror, the missing lad was found safe and sound, baving 
gone to a neighbouring village with some compmions. Naturally, the two 
persons accused were set at liberty, but unfortunately Madame Nissim, as the 
result of the torture to which she was subjected, lost ber reason. An English 
Commission was sent to Tchorlou to hold an inquiry, and to bring the guilty 
persons to trial. 


Austrian Jews and the Peace Terms. 


Herr Stricker, the Jewish National Member of Parliament, gave expression 
at a sitting of the Austrian National Assembly to the grief felt by the Jews in 
the country at the Peace terms presented to the Austrian delegation in France. 
He described these terms as being opposed to the self-determ:nation of peoples. 


Prilutzky Unseated. 
Warsaw [F.OC.} 


The Polish Court bas decided to unseat Deputy Prilutzky, the member for’ 
Warsaw, on the ground that he is not a Pole. The Jewish journalist, M. 
Nomberg, who polled the next highest number of votes, will take M. Prilutzky's 
place in Parliament. 


Deputy Grunbaum. 


Warsaw [F.0.C.} 

The Polish Depaties are determined to punish Deputy Griénbaum for his 
speech against the horrifying conditions of Jewish life in Poland. One group 
wishes to go so far as to expel him from the House altogether. Another 
section proposes to allow M. Griinbaum to remain in Parhament, but to walk 
Out on every occasion when he rises to speak, and thus compel the President 
to suspend the sitting. 


Jewish Officers Expelled From Polish Army. 


According to a statement printed in the 4/ffonbiadet (Stockholm), the 
Polish Secretary for War has ordered the expulsion of all Jewish officers and 
military officials from the Polish Army. 


Polish General Staff on Bolshevism. 


The Polish General Staff has published a pamphlet on Bolshevism and the 
Polish question, which declares that it is senseless to pretend that Bo!shevism 
is the work of a group of Jews, although a great many of its leaders are Jews. 


The Jewish Delegation in Paris. 


The Committee of the Jewish Delegation tothe Peace Conference have pub- 
lished the two memorials (in French and English) they have presented to the 
Conference. One memorial relates to the protection of the national, religious, 
racial, and linguistic minorities in East and Central European lands; the other 
asks that the sufferers from all pogroms that may have occurred between 
August Ist, 1914, and the dates of the signature of treaties, directed against 
Jews, or that may hereafter take place, shail be fully indemnified for the loss or 
damage occasioned thereby. The two documents are signed by Judge Julian W, 
Mack, President, Mr. Louis Marshall, MM. Léon Reich, I. Rosoff, N. Sokolow 
and M. Ussischkin, Vice-Presidents of the Committee; Colonel Harry Cutier, 
Member of the Executive; and M, Leo Mo'zkin, General Secretary. 


A Rothschild as *Bus Driver. 


The help of various noblemen and men of the world has spontaneously 
been placed at the service of the transport companies during the strike of their 
staffs. Thus, Baron James de Rothschild, son of Baron Henri, and a mobilised 
motor-driver, obtained leave and offered himself to an omnibus company, 
which accepted him, and now he is driving a motor-'bus between Passy and the 
Bourse, with the sole desire, as he says, of doing a good turn to the population 
of Paris.—Exchange.

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The Great Communal Scheme. 


The Community and its Ministry. 


From the Rev. A. A. GREEN, 43, Arkwright Road, N.W. 3. 
[To THE EpiTor.} | 


Sir,—Of the great scheme launched at the important meeting of last 
Wednesday night, I desire to say emphatically that it has my deep respect 
and that it will command whatever support it may be within my power to 
afford it. 

I will turn to some aspects of the future of the Jewish ministry in 
this country very shortly. Before doing so, however, I desire to offer a 
word concerning certain phases of its past. My reason is that, in 
common, I know, with many of my colleagues in the ministry, I was 
struck with the fact that, right through the official part of the meeting, 
there seemed a lack of appreciation of some things concerning the past of 
the Jewish ministry in England which might mislead the future historian 
who reads the record of such a meeting without some necessary additions 
and corrections. These I propose, as a first step, to supply. A strabger 
to the Anglo- Jewish Community might easily have believed that there was 
a movement going forward to create, for the first time, a Jewish ministry 
in this country rather than to develop a ministry already existing. 

He would never have known that there had been with us such a noble 
Jewish teacher as Michael Friedlander. He would not have imagined 
that—speaking only of the dead—there had been such a product of the 
old Jews’ College as Simeon Singer. Nor would he have had any 
indication that, through other channels than the Jewe’ College, there had 
been men who were at the same time such gre+ jewish Ministers and 
such great Jewish Englishmen as A. L. Green, David Woolf Marks, 
Laurence Simmons, and George Emanuel. For all the recognition there 
was of ministers who evidenced the best that any ministry of the future 
can ever possibly aspire to, these men might never have been. 

We heard much of the deficiencies of which we ministers are but 
too painfully aware, but I desire to place on record the fact that the 
deficiencies have not been entirely one-sided. The shortcomings of the 
ministry may have been great :—those of the Community have been 
greater. I have heard it said, sometimes, that 2 Community bas the 
ministry that it deserves. In our case, the Jewish Community in 
this country has had a better ministry than it has ever taken the pains to 
provide for. The ministry bas produced failures enongh—true, But it 
has produced also heroic men of deep religious feeling and of high 
courage, who have laboured to lever a materially minded Community up 
to their own spiritual level with the strength derived only from their own 
heroism, with no encouragement except their own conscience, with poor 
pay during their lifetime and with still greater poverty for their dependents 
after them, with scanty respect for their office, with no official influence, 
with no liberty of initiative, and with no provision for the organisation 
and co-ordination of their work that can be thought of without contempt. 

The inference is being made that the clergy have lacked culture. In 
its attitude towards its ministry, their equipment, their status and their 
influence, it is the culture of the Community that has been conspicuous 
by its absence. 

I do not propose to lengthen this letter by drawing upon the 
enormous material at my command should anyone have the courage to 
contest my contention. I will, however, allude to one instance of 
injustice to ministers, arising out of the meeting, and I know Mr. Robert 
Waley Cohen sufficiently well, I think, to believe that it was unwitting. 

Mr. Cohen referred to a part of the proposed scheme as providing for 
the institution of District Rabbis. He paid to the Chief Rabbi a well- 
deserved tribute, which I do not canvass, for having especially desired this 
provision. Now I propose to give, shortly, the history of this proposition 
which I think will be found interesting. 

In 1909 we held a Conference of Ministers, presided over by Dr. 
Hermann Adler. At this Conference two papers were read by provincial 
ministers, the Rev. M. Abrahams, B.A., of Leeds, and the Kev. S. 
Frampton, B.A., of Liverpool, of both of whom, I will say, that if the future 
scheme produces men of their type its promoters will have every reason 
to be satisfied. Each of these men advocated the principle of district 
organisation, and the Conference was unanimous in its approval. As the 
result, the Standing Committee of the Conference appointed a sub- 
Committee to consider the whole question and to report, The Committee 
was composed of provincial ministers, with the exception of myself, and 
it elected me as its Chairman. We held meetings in the provinces, and, 
from first to last, this question of District Rabbis was our chief 
consideration. 

Our report appeared, in one form or other, more than once in the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, bad the unqualified approval of Dr. Adler, was 
adopted by the Conference of 1911, and would have been made effective, 
without doubt, had not the death of the Chief Rabbi within a few weeks 
ibrown everything into confusion. 

Mr. Waley Cohen's predecessors in the United Synagogue were 
aware of our suggestions, The late Mr. Albert H. Jessel, in the chair of 
the Chief Rabbi Selection Committee, which received a deputation of 
ministers, told us that of all that we had placed before the Committee, he 
was most impressed with our references to this question of Provincial 
Organisation and Supervision, and he gave us to understand that its 
consideration would be the first thought of the Community after the 
election of a Chief Rabbi. Nothing has, however, been done, and the 
only thing attempted was a movement last year initiated by a provincial 
minister (the Rev. J. Israelstam, B.A., of Merthyr) which had for its 
object the federation of the South Wales Congregations and the provision 
of a District Rabbi. A Conference was called in Cardiff and has proved 
abortive. I mention this in order to explain the feeling of surprise on 
the part of ministers who heard Mr, Waley Cohen refer to the expressed 
wish of the Chief Rabbi as though the idea was his alone and was being 
promulgated for the first time. . 

In reference to the Chief Rabbi's most excellent speech on Wednesday 
last I would say, in regard to his remark that in the future ministry there 
would be vo place for the “ unwilling and unfit,” if there have been any 
“unfit’ in the Jewish ministry in this country, the responsibility lies 
entirely with the Chief Rabbinate which has permitted their entry into 
the ministry. | 


There are numerous points of detail in the scheme that will require 


— 


careful consideration. ‘No one will be so unwise as to fail to reatise that 
these will have to be threshedl out carefully as the schente takes definite 
shape. This is not the time for their discussion, but it can never be 
too soon to discuss a fundamental principle, and there is one of 
primary importance that I would now consider, At the risk of 
being thought more honest than discreet, I counsel the promoters 
of the scheme to weigh well and to consider deeply before they 
reject the advice of the Rev. Morris Josepb, who suggested 
that the course of studies should be the Science of Judaism 
rather than that it should be narrowed down by the confines of theo. 
logical limitations. Mr. Joseph's suggestion is recommended sufficiently 
by its wise catholicity, for nothing could be better than that, for all Jewish 
teaching, there should be one recognised fountain source of inspiration. 
Jews’ College has reason to be proud of having trained Mr. Josepb, and will 
have reason to be satisfied if it can produce more ministers such as he. 

But there is something else, and it is of greatest consequence. If 
the new Jews’ College ‘is to be re-organised for the maintenance of 
“traditional Judaism,” several things become immediately necessary. 
First, “ traditional Judaism" will have to be defined. Then the agreed 
definition will have to be accepted by the Community, and will have to 
be honestly believed in by those who undertake to administer its 
religious organisation. It is on this last point that I find necessary a 
few words which may*be unpopular, but which shall, at least, 
be honest. When Honorary Officers of the United Synagogue 
speak of a future ministry that shall represent the tenets of Judaism to 
the rising generation with due regard to the environment and religious 
conceptions of that generation, they surely must bear. in mind that the 
great difficulty in the work of ministers up till now is that they have only 
been able to keep many within the fold by offering a presentation of 
Judaism that is not consistent with the kind of “traditional Judaism " 
which the United Synagogue, by its Dead of Foundation and Trust and 
its Act of Parliament, professes to safeguard and maintain. 

The refusal of the United Synagogue to recognise those very needs 
of the rising generation, to which its Honorary Officers now so dearly wish 
the new ministry to respond, is responsible for the immense leakage from 
the United Synagogue which has been going on for so long. Moreover, 
although the ministers of the United Synagogue are precluded from 
preaching what they think and feel, the membership would be less 
than it is, and in some cases would dwindle considerably, if the 
ministers, in their personal intercourse with their congregants, did 
not offer a more progressive presentation of Judaism than the laws of 
the United Synagogue really allow them. The position is false al! 
round. Honorary Officers of the United Synagogue, Honorary Officers of 
Constituent Synagogues, Members of the Council and of the Boards of 
Management and members of the synagogues generally, are maintaining 
systems with which they have no sympathy, in which they have no belief, 
and of which their own lives are a flat and flagrant contradiction, They 
consider themselves custodians of that for which they, themselves, do not 
care. They maintain services which they do not attend, they subvention 
Religion Classes, though their children attend the church services 
in public schools, they organise prayers for the High Festivals, 
though they may -not themselves observe the Day of Atonement, 
and they administer a Shechita Board, though they themselves 
make no differentiation between Kasher and Trefah. I do not 
say that as men they are the worse for their religious beliefs 
or unbeliefs, but I do say that their whole position is inconsistent. 
They evidently consider themselves trustees of that to which they do not 
in their own lives subscribe, and when they ask us to found a new Jews’ 
College for “traditional Judaism" for the sake of the rising generation, 
I would remind them firmly and unhesitatingly that if the future teaching 
of Judaism in this country is to be respected or even reputable they must 
either alter the whole course of their lives and the trend of their example 
or they must alter not alone the constitution but the religious conception 
of the United Synagogue.

The Position of Jews’ College.

Sir,—Doubtless in consequence of the lateness of the bour at which I 
spoke, and of the fact that the meeting was held on Wednesday night, when the 
JeEwisu CHRONICLE is preparing to go to press, you were unable to report the 
observations I made at the inaugural gathering of the War Memorial. May I 
crave the hospitality of your columns for the publication of a few words upon 
the subject, which seem to me to be very necessary in the interests of the scheme, 
and which I think I am particularly entitled to say, in my position as Treasurer 
for many years of Jews' College? 

I agree that no fitter memorial can be raised to our brave coreligionists, 
who have given their lives for our country in the cause of justice and freedom, 
than the realisation of this magnificent project to provide Jewish religious 
education for every child, to place Jews’ College—the only training institution 
for teachers and ministers throughout the British Empire—on the bighes; 
possible educational plane, and last, but not least, properly to ensure the 
dignity and calling of the Jewish Minister, a calling to which some of the best 
of our young men may then well aspire. | 

My many years’ connection with the Executive of Jews’ College, as one of 
its Treasurers, enables me to realise more readily, than men less closely 
associated with its work, of what incalculable value to the complete scheme is, 
not merely the placing of the College in classic surroundings, but in freeing ‘t 
from the incubus of penury, I had almost said want, which has attached itself 
to it during the sixty-five years of its existence and which has so often sadly 
bampered its work, by endowing ‘it once and for all in a fitting manner, and 
thus enable it to preserve its self-respect and to give the Community of its 
very best. 

Let me give you an incident which will best illustrate this all-important 
point. 

At one of the recent important meetings of the Council of Jews’ College, 
one of its most respected members, a learned divine, whose name wild horses 
will not drag from me, both deplored and attacked my policy of making the 
financial needs of the College public, by my regular appeals to the Community 
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to provide for the chronic annual deficit in its income, as he held, and rightly 
beld, it must be confessed, that the dignity and status of Jews’ College, our 
first Theological Institution, was greatly impaired by such appeals, which should 
be reserved for Charitable Institutions and not for seats of learning, 

On my penitently interjecting the enquiry, how otherwise he would make 
due provision with our bankers to meet the cheques necessary for the payment 
of the stipends of the Professors and all the other essential outgoings, he 
triumphantly advised me to raise a large Endowment Fund, the annual pro- 
ceeds of which would then do away with the stigma and controversy attached 
to these constant appeals. 

The furnishing of a large Endowment Fund will, too, abolish these 
deplorable deficits with their attendant bickerings, heart-burnings, and false 
economies, and allow for adequate remuneration to ovr Spiritual Teachers, 
thereby attracting to a Jews’ College, raised to its proper status, capable 
thoughtful students, drawn not mainiy ffom the less endowed classes but also 
from the higher strata of Jewish Society. Such a practical Jewish War Memoria} 
will make for a gratifying constant supply of Teachers and Ministers, possessed 
of both Jewish and British ideals and able to grapple with the growing evil of 
irreligion and the many grave problems that are looming before us. 

It is with the aid of such trained scholars teaching this, and coming genera- 
tions the beauty and tenets of our pure enlightened faith, that we will continue 
to produce a set of upright, law-abiding, and patriotic men and women, who 
will ever be a credit to the country of their birth or adoption and an everlasting 
monument to the memory of those brave men who by their supreme sacrifice 
have proved themselves true Jews and true Britishers, Helping to found a 
Jewish War Memorial with objects such as these is surely the very best invest- 


ment which a high-minded Jew can make for his family for generations to come,

Palestine and the Scheme, 


From “ AUSTRAL-JEW.”

Sir,—This evening I attended the meeting re a Jewish War Memorial, 
and I ask just a small space in your valued journal for comment. 

Towards the end of the meeting a question was asked, as to whether, in the 
event of Palestine becoming a British Colony, the advantages of the proposed 
scheme would be extended to it. 

The Chairman replied that as the colonies (how we overseas men hate that 
term !) were being asked to subscribe, it would all depend on the “ geographical 
support” received.’ Therefore, I take it that if any overseas part of the British 
Empire does not subscribe freely the scheme will not apply to it. Now, Sir, 
bere is the position of Australians. In France we took the Rev. M. Adler as the 
representative of English Jewry, and I would quote a few words of his, spoken 
at Etaples, within a few weeks of his overthrowing the work of our Australian 
Jewish chaplain, and preventing the Australiafs from obtaining leave to Paris 
for Passover. He said, “I know that the Australians don't like me, but I don't 
care ; I did stop their leave, for 1 don't care where a man comes from, whether 
it be Whitechapel or Capetown, Glasgow or Brisbane, to me they are all Jews.” 

So that one representative English Jew says all Jews of the Empire are one 


to him, while another says, “ Pay up or you get left out.” Whom are we to 
believe ? 


Mr. Zarigwill’s Criticism. 
“A SCHEME TO ANGLICISE JUDAISM.” 

A CONCERT, under the direction of Mr. Moscovitch, took place last Sunday 
evening at the People's Palace, in aid of the Jewish Workers’ War Emergency 
Relief Fund, and wasa great success, both artistically and financially. Mr. ISRAEL 
ZANGWILL presided, and, in the course of a speech, said that facing, as we did, 
the greatest philanthropic problems ever known to Jewry in particular, or the 
world in general, with pogroms devasting the Ghettos of Poland, and with a 
panic-stricken emigration movement that only awaited the removal of war 
restrictions to break out on its frenzied course, this hardly seemed the moment 
for starting, at colossal expense, even so necessary and long-delayed a move. 
ment as the renaissance of British Jewry. Moreover, in addition to all the 
patching and mending that confronted us, with their ins'stent demand on our 
resources, there was one piece of constructive work which made a particular 
call upon the Jewries of every country, namely, the building up of a Jewish 
Palestine: and if, as was hoped, the Peace Conference enabled that work to 
proceed upon a sound basis, it would be criminal to take the wind out of its 
sails by some other large undertaking for local consumption. He could not 
help suspecting that some, at least, of the promoters of the scheme were 
influenced by this opportunity of putting a spoke in the wheel of Zionism. 
The local work should have been done in the seven fat years which Jewry had 
enjoyed so abundantly, not in these lean years. Nor could he recognise in the 
scheme, as at present outlined, anything of abiding value. It was at heart a 
scheme to Anglicise Judaism, Judaism which had existed when wild in woods 
ihe noble Briton ran; and at a moment when ail! intelligent people were 
questioning the value of Oxford and Cambridge, a belated snobbery craved to 
fasten Judaism to those institutions; institutions, the atmosphere and glamour 
of which, moreover, were overwhelmingly Christian, 

The scheme emanated from a brilliant scion of that family which had 
already sterilised Judaism by the financial organisation of the United Syna- 
gogue, and which now again menaced to tie Judaism by financial bonds to the 
same outworn tradition—a tradition which had even lost its power over the 
majority of the endorsers of the present scheme. Religion did not survive by 
our building buildings and tying it up in trusts. It could only be revitalised by 
living influence. Without a man to revitalise Judaism, their million of money 
would be wasted. While with a man, the million would be unnecessary. He 
could not help recalling the two attempts he had witnessed to create English 
Opera by building the Opera House before obtaining the music or the singers. 
The Palace Music Hall and the London Opera House of Moving Pictures were 
the melancholy remains of these high-flown attempts. If this “War 
Memorial ” were persisted in, it should be paid for entirely by some anti-Zionist 
millionaire, after the generous fashion of the American founders of colleges. 

The band of the City of London Regiment National Guard, 
conducted by Mr. Clive Parsons, played selections. The following artists 
kindly assisted; Mr. Moiseiwitsch, Miss Daisy Kennedy, Madame Stralia, 
M. Yves Tinayre, Mr. Augustus Yorke and Mr, Robert Leonard, and Mr. 
Maurice Moscovitch. An auction sale was arranged, and it is estimated 


that the proceeds of the concert will reach about £750. The money is being 
used to assist Russian women whose husbands have had -to leave for Russia,

Jubile of the Rev. S. J. Roco. 


CELEBRATION BY THE CONGREGATION. 


On Tuesday, at the Vestry Rocm, Herleage Lane, the Spanish and 
Portuguese Congregation celebrated the fiftieth anniversary of the Ministration 
of the Rev. S. J. Roco, and presented him with an illuminated address and 
a testimonial. Mr. BERTRAM PINTO presided. 

The CHAIRMAN, in making the presentation, said that it was a great 
pleasure to bim, and he considered it a great privilege to be permitted to act as 
the spokesman of the Congregation in conveying to Mr. Roco the sentimenis 
which they all maintained towards hm. He congratulated Mr. Roco most 
cordially on having been spared to celebrate his jubile as Hazzan of the Con- 
gregation ;; and the Congregation could equally be congratulated on the choice 
it made fifty years ago and on the way in which Hazzan Roco had justified it. 
It was to his credit that he had very closely identified himeelf 
with the needs of the less prosperous section of the Community. 
Before the Congregational Board of Guardians was organised on a modern 
basis, in the year 1878, Mr. Roco was among those who were deeply 
interested in the welfare of those who were dependent on the distribution of 
Sedaca. He had since then not only closely identified himself with the 
Board of Guardians, but had acted as its Honorary Secretary, and was now 
one of the respected Vice-Presidents. The chief fame of Mr. Roco resis on 
his Hazzanut, in which he was wrapt up body and soul. He was the living 
embodiment of the Bevis Marks tradition: he had its Minhag at bis 
fingers’ ends, and what he did not know of it was not worth 
knowing. (Cheers). It wag Mr. Roco’s good fortune to have retained 
his vigour, both physically as well as mentally, and on Sabbaths and Holy 
Days he was still seen and beard at his best. They hoped that he wou!d still 
be spared for a good many more years to carry out his sacred duties wiih tho 
same fervour, ard with the same dignity and zeal. Mr. Pinto read the 
following address : ’ 

In view of the completion by you of filty years’ faithful service as Hazzan of this 
Congregation, the Yehidim and congregants have joined together to present you wit! 
atestimonial. During the fifty years you have officiated as Hazzap, you have always 
shown courtesy to, and sympathy with, the members, and carried ‘out the duties of 
your sacred office in a most zealous and earnest manner. Your impressive rendering 
of the services has met on all occasions with unqualified satisfaction, and your work 
among the pocr is, we feel sure, sincerely appreciated by them. It is gratifying to all 
of us to know that your health remains unimpaired, and it is hoped that you will yet 
for some years be able to continue the discharge of your duties with the same vigour 
as of old and that uninterrupted health and happiness may always be with you ia 
company with your children and grandchildren. The Mahamad, on behalf of the 
Congregation, are happy to be able to take this opportunity to express to yot the 
feeling of respect and esteem which is entertained for you by all the members of our 
synagogue. 

Messrs. E. A. Linno, D. A. ROMAIN and S. H. VALENTINE endorsed tle 
Chairman's tributes to Mr. Roco. 

The Rev. S. J. Roco, in reply, said that he felt like one who, after a long 
journey, was now slowly approaching the harbour, and his first duty was {o 
express his deep gratitude to God for the mercy which He bad shown him, ths 
support He bad given him, and the guidance He had granted him during the 
fifty years in which he bad been privileged to officiate as Hazzan in that synagogue. 
He could not forbear mentioning the void created by the absence of his faith{ul 
and loving wife on that occasion. He had to thank them for the kindness 
shown to him from the first day when he stood on the Tebah, helping him in 
his endeavour to discharge bis duties in accordance with the traditions 
of the Congregation to which he was a stranger when appointed. 
They had encouraged him to continue his work, and to make it a labour of 
love. - He was deeply sensible of the sympathy which he found, which made 
it a pleasure and duty to be with them on all the changing occasions of life, 
and outside the synagogue also to teach the young the principles of their faith. 
He valued their gift, not only for the importance it might have, but stil] more 
as a token of the personal feeling of friendship towards him, as an earnest 
assurance of their appreciation of the work which, by the grace of God, he had 
been able to perform, and an incentive to that work which he might be spared 
stillto do. He concluded by invoking Heaven's blessing on the congregation. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman was carried, on the motion of Mr. E. L. 
MOCATTA. 

Haham Dr. Gaster was present but was not invited to speak. 

At a gathering in the evening of Mr. Roco’s family and a number of intimate 
friends, Dr. GASTER, addressing Mr. Roco, said that be had come specially to 
ofier bis personal and most hearty and sincere congratulations to Mr. Roco on 
the completion of his Jubile. No one perhaps was in a better position than he 
to appreciate the invaluable services which Mr. Roco had rendered to the 
congregation during those fifty years of holy work, and it must be a source of 
gratification to'all bis friends to find him now strong in body and mind and 
able to carry on bis work with the same zeal and with the same strength as he 
bad done hitherto. Mr. Roco was, in the highest sense of the word, a Hazzan, 
a true leader of the Congregation; by his deep piety and devout rendering of 
the prayers, he put all his soul into his devotions, lifting up the Congregation 
with him by his impressive reading of the Law and by his admirable 
interpretation of the prayers he recite’. There was the traditional ring of the 
past which surrounded the religious service also with a halo of reverence and 
love. No wonder, therefore, that Mr. Roco had been able to win and to retain 
the love and respect of the worshippers in the old Synagogue of Bevis Marks. 
A speaker bad said in the afternoon that Mr. Roco wasa pillar of the Synagogue. 
He spoke more truly than he perhaps realised. The difficulties which had 
arisen in the Community, for the remedying of which such frantic efforis were, 
being made, had their root in the confusion between the Hazzan and the Rabbi. 
The duties ofeach of them were quite distinct, and the attempt to remove the 
ancient barriers bad only caused disaster. No Community could exist without 
a Rabbi; as the spiritual guide he was indispensable for its stability ; and no 
Synagogue could flourish without a properly trained Hazzan, who, by hi- 
melodious intonation and religious interpretation of the prayers, made the 
service sublime. And in this Mr. Roco had succeeded to a degree which had 
been testified by all those who had the privilege of availing themse!ves of Mr. 
Roco’s services. He would like to add another personal note, showing the 
kindly disposition and the love of peace which had hitherto prevailed with all 
the officials of the Synagogue, at any rate during the time when he was the Haham 
of the Congregation. They all worked in perfect harmony with one another and 
if at any time any difficulty arose (and this was only human), it was easily com- 
posed and settled in a most amicable manner. They all felt that the honour 
and dignity of the Congregation was in their keeping, and so long as it was so 
left, no one could deny that the highest interest of the Community had never 
been better served by all these officials, He joined with others in wishing Mr. 
Roco a long life, strong in health, so as to allow him to carry out his beart’'s 
desire, to continue his life's labours as long as there was strength left in him, 
and yet he could not forbear a word of warning. 
harness until even the most cherished work became a burden. The law by 
which a servant of the Government was forced to retire when he reached a cer- 
tain age was a wise and humane one; it gave chances to the younger to take up 
the thread from a living hand, and it gave to the older generation leisure to assist 
by mature advice and counsel, and yet granting to him who had, as it were, 
completed his task, still some share in the joy of the world. Might the time be 
distant when weakness would force their friend to relinquish his post, and 
might he be granted many years more to enjoy the friendship of all those wha 
that day had joined to offer him their most hearty and sincere congratulations,

PENDING RETIREMENT OF THE PRESIDENT. 


A MEETING of the Board was held last Monday at the offices. 
The President, Mr. LEonarp L. Cowen, was in the chair. The President 
said that before proceeding with the business of the day, he desired to extend 
a welcome to their new Secretary, Mr. Stein, who was at last able to be 
present 


On the motion of Mr. M. A. Green, Mr. L. L. Cohen was unanimously 
re-elected President. 


Mr. COHEN thanked the meeting for the honour that was again bestowed 
upon him and for the kind remarks offered by Mr. Green. That was the last 
occasion on which he would have the pleasure of expressing bis thanks for an 
honour which bad been conferred on him for many years. The decision to 
retire from the Chair was no new one. As was well known to his colleagues on 
the Executive it was his intention to retire in 1915, after fifteen years of service. 
That intention was frustrated by the outbreak of war, and he felt it bis duty to 
continue to offer himself for re-election till the end of the war, now happily 
concluding. That day, therefore, inaugurated his last year of office, and he felt 
sure that he could count upon the co-operation of his colleagues in making 
it a successful one. 

All the other Hon. Officers were re-elected. 

Captain Basil L. ©. Henriques was elected a member of the Beard, ia 
place of Mr. Charles de Pass, who had resigned. 

It was reported that Mrs. H. L. Price had been elected President, and Mrs. 


M. Yeatman Woolf (as from next autumn) Hon. Secretary of the Clothing 
Department. 


A report was presented by the Sub-Committee appointed last February to 
prepare a scheme for the administration of the Gerald G. Samuel Fund and 
premises. The report was adopted. 


The report states in part :-— 


It is estimated that the expense of putting the premises into order will be about 
£150, and that the equipment and furnishing will cost at least another £400. Towards 
this sum of money there is at present nothing in hand. The Committee drew up a 
rough estimate cf the annual income and expendjture for running the Home on the 
assumption that there would be nine boys, of whom five would be paid for by the 
Roard at the rate of 15s. per week, and £10 each for clothing, and they are of opimons 
that the annual income of £500 from the Gerald G. Samuel bequest should about cover 
the expenditure.: The Committee at their first meeting inspected the Home, and they 
were advised by Major Joseph that, owing to its unfinished condition, the premises 
were deteriorating, and that it was advisable to have the work, which had been left in 
a semi-finished cendition when the late Messrs. Denzil Myer and Gerald G. Samuel 
joined the Army, completed without further delay. It was therefore resolved, with 
the approbation of the Honorary Officers of the Board, to have the work completed 
forthwith, and Major Joseph was good enough to undertake to superintendit. The 
Committee have been making enquiries, with a view to finding one or more suitable 

ntlemen who would be willing to reside oa the premises and to take charge of the 
s, but so far without definite success. 

The rules and regulations for the Home provide, infer alia, that not more than 
twelve lads shall at any one time be residents in the Home; that no lad under twelve 
or over sixteen years of age shall be admitted as a resident of the Home, and no 
resident shall remain after he has reached the age of eighteen, without the express 
sanction of the Committee of Management of the Home; that a resident member of 
the Committee of Management shall be appointed by that Committee, who will live at 
the Home and shal! be responsible for its organisation, and for the supervision agd 
contro! of the residents. 

The resignation of Mr. A. Spiro, clerk to the Secretary, was reported. 

On the recommendation of the Executive, Miss M. Marion Hirsch, at 
present Investigating Officer, was appointed Children's Welfare Officer. 

It was also resolved that the total amount of loans granted under Law 32, 
par. 7, shall not exceed / 1,000 for the year ending 31st March, 1920.

SYMPATHY WITH POLISH JEWS. 


Dr. Samuel Daiches has given notice to move the following resolution at 
the meeting of the Depaties of British Jews on Sunday next: 

That the newly elected Deputies of British Jews at their first meeting assembled,

The Deputies and the Joint Committee: 
Should the “ Treaty” be Renewed? 


From Mr. JOSEPH L. COHEN, M.A., 1917 Club, 4, Gerrard Street, W. 1. 
[To THE Eprror.) 

Sir,—The first meeting of the newly-elected Deputies will be invited to 
consider the renewal of the “ Treaty” with the Anglo-Jewish Association as to 
foreign affairs. 1 wish to State briefly why the renewal of this Treaty would 
be opposed to the best interests of the Community. 

In spite of its very many defects the Constitution of the Deputies does 
to-day provide for the representation of the large majority of the Jews in the 
country. It muy, indeed, very well claim to be the most representative body 
of Anglo-Jewry, one in which probably over three-quarters of the male adult 
population of the country are represented. Ono the other hand, the Anglo- 
Jewish Association has a very limited membership of not more than twu- 
thousand. Yet in all matters relating to the interests of our brother Jews out- 
side the Bfitish Empire this limited body has hitherto had an influence eguai to 
that of the Deputies. 

Whilst this continues, the representation of the Community is certainly not 
democratic. It might be well argued, of course, that the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion should be represented’on the Deputies and allowed the representation that 
its members warrant. But to allow it weight equal ro all the rest of the Com 
munity in the great realm of Jewish interests outside the Empire is to insult all 
the institutions which are at present afhliated to the Deputies. 

The mésalliance between a democratic representative body and an exc!u- 
sive unrepresentative Association must come to a speedy end. It no longer 
suits the temper of this democratic age, nor satishes the clearly avowed pur- 
poses and interests of our people. 

Objection to a Joint Committee can be urged not only on the ground of 
principle. The case against it as an instrument for accomplishing definite work 
is perhaps greater. It has been found to be slow, clumsy, and time-wasting. 
Thus important proposals dealing with “foreign affairs” may first be discussed 
by the Deputies, referred to the Joint Committee, referred back to the Associa- 
tion and tothe Deputies respectively, each of which may decide differently on 
the matter, and then the whole issue is referred again to the Joint Committee 
to recommence the dreary round. 

The suprame importance of the questions affecting the future of our people 
in Palestine, Poland, Russia, and Rumaaia makes it imperative that we shal! 
create a democratic effective weapon to carry out the policy approved by a 
majority of our people. 

The continued existence of the Joint Committee is a menace to their future, 
and consequently to the well-being of the Jewish Communities of the Empire.

the compliment paid to him, said that he had assisted at many interesting communal! 
functions, but few of these could afford greater pleasure than the one of that 
afternoon, when the unity and work of the members, and particularly of the lady 
members, was so happily manifested by the excellent result which had brought about 
that pleasant ceremony. Although established only some four years as an Associatc 
Synagogue, the congregation already had a hundred and sixty members—eighty gent!e- 
men and eighty ladies. It was quite apparent that Richmond might well be considered a 
successful and growing congregation, and he doubted not that before many years were 
over its designation of an-Associate Synagogue would be changed, and it would take its 
as one of the full Constituent Synagogues of the United Synagogue of London. 
Satisfactory results such as those were generally traceable to the wisdom and ability w th 
which the efforts of a young congregation were managed in the first instance, and great 
credit must undoubtedly be due to the President, Mr. Howitt, to the Warden, Mr. 
Harris, to the Treasurer, Mr. Edwards, and to the entire Board of Management. It 
was, however, a fortumate circumstance that their work was so well supplemented 
by the Jewish Ladies Association, ably presided over by Mrs. Hovsha, 
who had shown by their practical efforts, which had led to that day's happy 
presentation, that they were no less anxious and no less able to take their 
share im the good work of fostering and extending their congregation. Mrs. 
Harris, too, was mo less solicitous for the welfare of the congregation than her 
warden-husband, and it was this pleasant working together which was the happiest 
omen for the future of the congregation. As a member of the Council of Jews’ College, 
which was at the moment somewhat prominently before the Community, he was glad 
to find one of its promising students, the Rev. S. Mestel, there as their minister, and 
judging, apart from his ministration—his address that day had given good proof of his 
qualifications—by the successful Jewish Religion Classes over which he presided aod 
which atready had some fifty pupils, they had certainly been fortunate in securing his 
services. It was only fair to add that he had had the invaluable co-operation of Miss 
Titieboam in the capacity of Headmistress of the Classes. After appealing for support 
to the Jewish War Memorial, Sir Ado!ph said, in conclusion: In now handing this 
Sepher Torah, a priceless gift from the Richmond Jewish Ladies’ Association, to your 
Minister, I Venture to express the devout hope that in the reading of the Divine Law 
from this, Scroll during all the years to come, the Blessings of the Almighty may rest 
On every memter of this congregation.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 


Tue Rev. S. J. ROCO. 


AST Tuesday the Rev. S. J. Roco celebrated his jubilee as 
Hazzan of the Sephardi Congregation. The veteran Cantor is, 
happily, still in full vigour, and the ancient fane of Bevis Marks 
may look forward, it is to be hoped, to a long continuance of his 

melodious renderings of the Sabbath and 

festival services at his hands (or voice). A 

fortnight ago he celebrated his seventy-fifth 

birthday, having been born in Amsterdam on 
the 6th of June, 1844. He received his early 
education at the Congregational Schools of 
that city, afterwards attending the Seminary 

\ “Etz Haim.” He had not held any other 

appointment before he was elected Hazzan 

in London, though he bad been accustomed 

* to officiate on various occasions in his native 

city. To a representative of the JEWISH 

CHRONICLE Mr. Roco, in the course of an 

interview, has given some recollections of 

his long term of office. 


A SOLDIER. 


Mr. Roco has not only served in the army 
of the Lord of Hosts, for at the age of nineteen 
he succumbed to the fortunes of the ballot, and 
shouldered a musket in the ranks of the Dutch 
Army. 

“My military service,” he said, “ gained me at least one goodfriend. Iwas 
sent to Arnhem, whegse I was introduced to Mr. Prins, the grandfather of Mrs, 
Sassoon. He was very kind to me, and enabled me to observe the dietafy laws 
during the term of my garrison duty. I spent every Sabbath with him, and as 
far as I remember I was only prevented on one occasion by the exigencies of my 
service from enjoying his weekly hospitality. My friendship with him was a 
lasting one, and when his granddaughter married, I was invited to officiate.” 


AT BEVIS MARKS. 


Asked for particulars of his candidature in London, Mr. Roco said :— 

“Every candidate was required to officiate for a whole week at Bevis 
Marks, and on the previous Sabbath at Bryanston Street, which was the 
West End predecessor of the Lauderdale Road Synagogue. I had 
already returned to Amsterdam when I was informed by telegram of 
my success. I succeededthe late Mr. de Sola at Bevis Marks. Dr. 
Artom was then Haham. I recall him as a very handsome presence. He was 
ao Italian, but used to preach very eloquent sermonsin English. His death 
over 40 years ago caused great grief in our congregation and I recollect 
officiating at more than one memorial service. On the day of his funeral the 
body was brought into the synagogue and deposited on the seat which he was 
wont to occupy. This circumstance prevented Dr. Nathan Adier, who wasa 
Cohen, from delivering the address on that occasion, and it was given 
by the lev. A. L. Green instead. Among leading members of the 
congregation when I was appointed were the late Salomon Pool, 
B. Colaco, Edward Foligno, Sir Joseph Sebag Montefiore, Manuel Castello, 
Joseph Norsa Lindo (father of Mr. M. A. N. Lindo), Joseph de Castro, and 
Gabriel and Arthur Lindo. Unfortunately not one of these survives to-day, 
They were all earnest men to whom the affairs of the congregation meant a great 
dea! and who were always jealous for its prestige and for the maintenance of its 
ancient traditions. I was inducted into office by Mr. Manuel Castello. My col- 
Jeague at that time was the late David Piza, whose son, Judah Piza, for many years 
conducted the affairs of our .congregational Board of Guardians. Mr. 
Almosnino was the Secretary, though he was advanced in years and had prac- 
tically resigned the affairs of the office into the bands of Mr. Elias Lindo, a 
courtly representative of the old school of Sephardim.” 


“SIR MOSES.” 


Mr. Roco recalled having officiated at more than one service at which Sir 
Moses Montefiore was the central figure. 

. “I remember,” he said, “ officiating at the service held just prior to the 
departure of the veteran philanthropist for the Holy Land. The occasion is 
specially fixed in my memory by reason of the large number of offerings which 
Sir Moses made on that occasion. In those days, the synagogal offerings were 
announced in Spanish, an interesting survival of the old Peninsula days. This 
custom does not now persist, the old form of making offerings during the 
service having been abolished. This is almost the only change that I can 
recall in our services during my fifty years’ “tenure of office. I 
officiated again on the occasion of Sir Moses Montefiore’s centenary, and 
at the memorial service when he passed away. He more than once invited 
me to officiate at Ramsgate when I was visiting there. Among other memora- 
ble services which I can recall at Bevis Marks were those on the bi-centenary 
of the synagogue and on the one hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the 
establishment of the Board of Deputies. Another was the thanksgiving service 
on the recovery of the Prince of Wales (afterwards King Edward VII.) from a 


serious illness.” 
THE FUTURE OF BEVIS MARKS. 


Mr. Roco recalled the controversy which took place some years ago when 
it was proposed to demolish the Bevis Marks Synagogue, and the saving of the 
old building from the fate which befell the neighbouring synagogue in Great St. 
Helens. Asked as to the present situation, Mr. Roco, said: 

“The congregation has dwindled very much owing to removals from the 
district, which became accentuated during the period of the air-raids. The 
synagogue nearly fell a victim to an attack from the air, and I shall never forget 
the Sabbath morning when shrapnel fell on the Bimah during the reading of the 
Law. The congregation took cover until the danger had passed, when we all 
recited a united Hagomel, and I resumed the reading of the Parashah. In 
reference to the question of removal, which is still suggested in some 
quarters, I need hardly say that the site is exceedingly valuable, and 
apart from sentimental considerations, for which due allowance must be 
made, there can be no doubt that the religious requirements of our con- 
gtegation might be more adequately met by a Synagogue in another location. 
I am merely stating the facts, for personally I am Ceeply attached to Bevis 
Marks, and should be loth to witness the removal of a sandmark, not only of our 
own community, but of London Jewry asa whole.”

About Books. 


A Jewish Public School Boy, 


By THe Rev. MORRIS JOSEPH.* 

Within the past féw years a number of books have been written purporting 
to describe life in our public schools, viewed from inside. Among these books 
are “ The Harrovians” and “The Loom of Youth ”"—this latter written by a 
schoolboy himself, a lad of seventeen—and, still more recently, “Loose Ends," 
by the author of “‘ The Harrovians.”t Ali of them are criticisms, nay, indict. 
ments, of the English public school—its teaching system, its ideals, its moral 
and religious standards, Its educational aims are said to be poor; scholarship, 
it is alleged, is valued far below distinction in games; a narrow and superficial 
code of schoolboy honour is made to do duty for deep rooted and far 
reaching excellence of character. 
Outdoor sports is confirmed by writers of a different stamp—notably by 
the author of “The Upton Letters”; and general opinion, has, I think, 
by this fime, come over to their side, As to the rest of the picture, views are 
divided. A heated controversy has lately raged about it, and it would be 
unbecoming in me to intrude upon the quarrel even if I were qualified to do so 
All I may permit myself to say is that grave charges are being made against 

PUBLIC SCHOOL LIFE 


in this country by writers apparently qualified to form a jadgment by first-band 
experience either as masters or pupils, and it is for parents, for whom the 
welfare of their boys is naturally the very first consideration, to investigate 
those charges and determine the measure of truth they contain. 

I have been led to speak on the subject this morning because it bas a 
specifically Jewish side, one which has been brought forcibly home to me after 
reading one of the books which I have just named, the book entitled “ Loose 
Ends.” Mainly the story of an ordinary public school boy—his everyday 
life, his struggles, bis problems, his religious difficulties—it incidentally 
throws light upon the experiences and the psychology of a Jewish schoolboy. 
The boy is Jewish by race, but otherwise he is Christian, for his father has 
become a convert to the dominant religion. But this fact does not profit the 
lad. ‘That he is the son of a renegade does him no harm in the opinion of his 
school-fellows. What does prejudice bim in their eyes is the fact that he is a 
Jew—a Jew by blood and descent. The waters of baptism are powerless to cleanse 
bim from what they deem the taint of kis Jewish origin, So he is made to fee! 
the envenomed shafts of prejudice and dislike as acutely as though he were a 
staunch and conforming adherent of the ancestral religion. He is assailed wit!) 
opprobrious names; he is made the butt of vulgar wit; he is bullied, and kicked, 
and “ragged” almost every day of his life. In that little world of boys he 
stands almost alone, a pathetic figure, calling aloud for sympathy and com- 
passion. If a boy, with some faint sense of justice, throws him a kind word, as 


-&@ bone is flung to a dog, he almost goes on his knees in gratitude for it. Just 


A LITTLE TOO SUBMISSIVE 
and complaisant is this Jewish lad, we say—we who admire patience and for- 
bearance only as long as it does not injure the cause of morality itself by 
holding out positive incitements to insult, and violence, and wrong. 

How far this part of the author's description is correct, I cannot say. Is 1 
typical or only a caricature, the plain unvarnished truth, or a most unfair 
exaggeration? Does it apply to most schools, or only toa very few? That 
there is some foundation for it may, I think, be taken for granted. School, as 
I have just suggested, is a microcosm, at once a mirror and a forecast of the great 
world-life outside, and if ill-feeling towards the Jew marks the average man, 
will inevitably show itself in his sons, in the potential man. The existence of 
this anti-Jewish sentiment is part of the case which the author of this book 
prefers against the English public school. Not a Jew himself, he evidently 
resents it, with almost Jewish warmth, as a bot upon a system 
whose essential aim is to equip our English youth for the battle 
of life, to train them, to quote the popular estimate of it, as 
English gentlemen. In bringing a Jewish boy into the picture, the 
author has performed a double service to Judaism. He bas made his protest, 
no less weighty because silent, against an attitude towards Jews which cannot 
but re-act unfavourably upon the characters of the boys that manifest it; and 
he has also read a much-needed lesson to the Jew himself. 

This Jewish boy is persecuted, in spite of his father’s apostasy. He may 


go to chapel, and profess a whcle-hearted acceptance of the Christian religion, 
and yet he does not escape

It is well that this teuth should be emphasised, A Jewish public schoo! boy 

may try to hide his Judaism; but he will dosoin vain. He may affect an 

indifference to it by zealously attending Christian worship, and even leading

ibe singing of Christian hymns; but his efforts will be futile, He cannot 
obliterate bis Jewishness, A Jew he is, and a Jew he continues to be, in the 
sight of his schoolmates. He must bear the Jew's historic burden. Despite 
bis weak conformity with the religious customs of the school, he will have to 
submit to be greeted with “ Jew-face,” to be bullied, and ragged, and the rest 
of it. There is no escape. Why, then, these concealments and evasions? 
They may not add to the boy's isolation and loneliness, but they certainly do 
make him the rightful object of dislike and distrust in the eyes of the masters. 
The Jewish boy drawn for us in this book is true to life throughout. His 
d sunguishing characteristic is a love of culture, and it singles him out, both 
favourably and unfavourably, from the rest.of the school. The other boys are 
mostly barbarians, their one ideal excellence at cricket and football, their one 
detestation intellectual pursuits. This Jewish boy has 
A DEEP PEELING FOR LITERATURE, 


The divine firs of the Greek poets kindles in him an answering fame. When 
he construes Euripides in class he uses his own living, burning words, scorning 
the cold and stilted phraseology of convention; his enthusiasm carries him, as 
ie translates, beyond the stopping places fixed for each scholar by the unwritten 
law of school practice. “ He seemed,” we are told, “less to translate than to 
cramatise the lines,” and he gesticulates with his hand as he gives out his ren- 
dering. All thisis a grave offence against school prejudices and traditions; it 
‘5 stigmatised as “vulgar ostentation.” The boys call him mad. Even his 
master frowns upon him as a crank and a bore. “None the less,” we are told, 
“he had a larger vision thanhis persecutors; in five minutes he had shown more 
moral heroism than Lenshaw (his housemaster) had manifested in a lifetime.” 

It is a faithful picture. The intellectual life is actually fed, in no mean 
degree, by 

JEWISH ARDOUR IN THE SCHOOLS 

and the aniversities, where our brethren win more than their average number of 
distinctions, and are noted by their devotion to serious study. And the fact has 
iis counterpart in a different sphere of contemporary life. How high the value, 
which is set by the poorest East-end tailor or shoemaker upon educa- 
tion, sacred and secular alike! What sacrifices will he not make 
for the cultivation of the minds and the sovls of his children! 
But even more strikingly is the picture true, viewed from the 
historic standpoint. Throughout all the ages the Jew has been the 
spiritual torch-bearer among men; he has been veritably, as our Prophet of 
this morning’ phrases it, “a light to the Gentiles,’ which has illumined the 
earth when thick darkness would have covered it. He has helped to save 
mankind by his very ardour for religion; but to this he has joined a passion 
for the things of the intellect, the co-partner of the soul in moulding men’s 
spiritual destinies. It is a truth which we dare not forget when pondering the 
teachings of history, when estimating the services of Israel tothe world. And 
we may thank the author of this story for having brought it hometousina 
manner so fresh and impressive. His Jewish school boy isan epitome of the 
whole life-story of our people. 


A STUDY IN HEREDITY: Novel by Mrs. M. H. Spielmann. 


“Tur Sterndales of Sterndale House,” by Mrs. M. H,. Spielmann (Chatto 
and Windus), is a touching narrative, full of pathos, clever characterisation, 
and deep feeling, occasionally bordering on tragedy. It is a study in three 
generations, and while the authoress does not unduly emphasise this portion of 
- her theme, she seemingly deals also with the problem of heredity. Mrs. 
Spielmann has very creditably aimed at achieving the highest art which conceals 
art, but in making this worthy attempt she has perhaps overstepped the line by 
making her treatment of the prob’em side too artless and faint. If she intended 
to present any theory of mile-stones in the history of a family, she has set her 
views jast a shade too much beneath the threshold of consciousness. The 
story, in consequence, emerges as a good work of fiction, never failing to 
interest, but it just misses being a strong “ problem ” novel. 

Although the action begins in the year 1870, “ The Sterndales of Sterndale 
House ” adequately provides a serene “Jane Austen” atmosphere ef an earlier 
century, and in the description of Doris Sterndale's life at the viris’ boarding- 
school in Brussels we are forcibly reminded of Charlotte Bron é s+ “ Villette.” 
One is at first tempted seriously to doubt the long arm of coincidences which 
the plot assumes, but on the other hand the characters are drawn by a practised 
hand with such truth to life that one is led to believe that here fiction may have 
been based on acute observation of real persons and experience of actual events. 

Elinor Trevor had married Jasper Sterndale to assert .her independence of 
her family and to prove her defiance. Her two sons developed different natures. 
Steven was a Trevor, and David a Sterndale to the core, The climax of the 
first book is the moment when both sons leave Elinor Sterndale, Steven to 
desert her as she had deserted her family, and David to marry Marian, the 
niece of Ellis Gilbert, against his mother's wish, just as she had married against 
the wish of her kinsfolk. 

In the next generation, Doris, the only child of David and Marian 
Sterndale, is loved by, and loves in return, her cousin Haugh. The engage- 
ment is opposed by her mother Marian, and her grand-uncle Ellis Gilbert. But 
Marian remembers the opposition to her own marriage with David Sterndale, 
and is helpless in the toils of fate. The Sterndale doggedness and the Trevor 
amativeness further manifest themselves in the friendship between Doris 
Sterndale and Claude de Clany. 

A Jewish interest in the story is supplied by Dr. Samuel Gates, the 

phvsician in Paris, and Amy Louis, whom Doris first met in the boarding-school 
at Brussels. Doris stays for a time with the Louis family in Ma:’> Vole, and 
has an intimate experience of a Jewish Friday evening and thecelevration of the 
Seder. There is a slight slip in the quotation of the blessing pronounced by 
Mr. Louis when he places his hands on the head of Amy. The name of 
"Rachel "’ is omitted (p. 147). The full wording should read: *“*God make 
thee as Sarah, Rebekah, Rachel, and Leah.’’ Again, it was Edward I., and 
not King John, who expelled the Jews from England (p. 155). . 
. There is something more in the Jewish episode than the mere introduction 
of the value of religious discipline in Jewish life. Doris is not happy in her 
Christian faith, but recalls the remark made by her grandmother: “ Experience 
has proved to me that all women should be strictly religious, for the time will 
surely come when they will need it more than anything else, and who can help 
them then if they cannot turn to God?” (p. 133). There is no deliberate 
advocacy of the Jewish attitude towards life, but the Jewish and Christian points 
of view are placed side by side and allowed to speak for themselves, 

It would be unfair to the reader to disclose too much of the story. Suffice 
to say that the plot is well constructed and the situations are arrestingly 
vivid. Mrs Spielmann has a graphic pen in making her folk live, so itis worth 
while to make the acquaintance of the Sterndale family and to follow their 
fortunes in three generations. S. L,

CREEDS AND DOGMAS. 


“And it shall be righteousness unto us, if we observe to do all this commandy 
before the Lord our God as He hath commanded us.” —Deuteronomy vi., 25. 


WHEREVER man is found, he is found believing. The limits of hu» 
knowledge have been indicated so frequently that there comes a point at « 
the mind must bow before the soul. We know very little; we are comp: 
to believe very much. No matter how profound the scholar, no matte: 
wide his experience, no matter how thorough his investigations into the sec: 
of nature, in common with the rudest barbarian he is compelled, by the ve: 
nature of things, to have his creeds and beliefs. From the very dawn 
civilisation down to the present day, in every land upon which God's sun |! 
shone, men have acknowledged some Power higher than themselves, to wih « 
in some form or other, the name of Deity is given. This acknowledgment o! . 
Supreme Power has, through the influence of ecclesiastical authorities, fou: 
expression among nearly all people in what we call a “creed.” N. 
reasonable man can take exception to any man or body of mer 
formulating their beliefs, and giving to the public a statement of wha: 
they believe or what they don't believe, No rational individual can object to 
any man or bedy of men drawing up a statement of principles which sia | 
entitle others to membership within that body of fellow-believers. No logically 
minded person can object to any bedy of persons writing down a statement o| 
beliefs by which those who are to join with the believing body may know what 
is expected of them. But one may reasonably object to an attitude which 
teaches that except a man believe that which a church has ventured to say is 
truth, that man will suffer after death an eternity of torment. He may be true 
to his inner light; he may be a worshipper of the God of heaven and earth ; 
he may go through life doing good; but all this will avail him naught except 
he believe certain cardinal doctrines laid down by what calls itself the Church. 
The great credal religions do not invite a man to believe that which he, by his 
experience, has learned to believe, but that which the Church teaches he ought 
to believe. Against this may be set 


THE JEWISH ATTITUDE 


which makes religion a personal conviction, and construes that alone as being 
moral in character which is performed without compulsion. Judaism is 
practically a creedless religion. There is, as Dr. Israel Abrahams bas shown 
in his treatise on “ Judaism,”* no ecclesiastically-authoritative body of Jewish 
degmas. Indeed, no central body has been in existence, since the era of the 
Great Sanhedrin, to impose anything in the nature of a central authority on the 
whole of Jewry; and since the fourth century, when the Calendar was fixed by 
astronomical calculation, “there has been no body with any jurisdiction over 
the mass of Tews.” As Dr. Abrahams adds: “ There were numerous synods in 
the Middle Ages, but they invariably dealt with practical morals or with the 
problems which arose from time to time in regard tothe relations between Jews 
and their Christian neighbours,” And again: “Dogmas imposed by an 
authority able and willing to enforce conformity and punish dissent are non- 
existent in Judaism.” The creedless character of Judaism is further enforced 
by the well-known saying of an ancient Sage to this effect. “Six bundred and 
thirteen precepts were imparted unto Moses, three hundred and sixty-five 
negative (in correspondence with the days of the solar year), and two hundred 
and forty-eight positive (in correspondence with the number of a man’s limbs). 
David came and established them as eleven, as it is written: ‘A psalm of 
David—Lord! who shall sojourn in Thy tent, who shall dwell in Thy holy 
mountain? (1) He that walketh uprightly, and (2) worketh righteousness, and 
(3) speaketh the truth in his heart. (4) He that backbiteth not with his tongue 
(5) nor doeth evil to his neighbour (6) nor taketh up a reproach against another; 
(7) in whose eyes a reprobate is despised ; (8) but who honoureth them that fear 
the Lord. (9) He that sweareth to his own hurt and changeth not; (10) he that 
putteth not out his meney to usury, (11) nor taketh a bribe against the innocent. 
He that doeth these things shall never be moved.‘ Thus David reduced the 
Law to eleven principles. Then came Micah, and reduced them to three, as it 
is written: ‘What doth the Lord require of thee but to do justice, to love 
mercy, and to walk humbly with thy God?’ Then came Habakkuk, and made 
the whole Law stand on one Tundamental idea, ‘ The righteous man liveth by 
his faith.'” + In this connection it is significant that 


THE JEWISH CONFESSION OF FAITH, 


“Shemang Yisrael,” does not say, “ Believe, O Israel,” or “ Except ye believe 
ye shall be condemned to suffer hereafter,” but “ Hear, O Israel”; for as soon 
as one hears this belief propounded there will be mental assent. Thestatement 
only needs to be made to be agreed to. Some are inclined to the opinion that 
this declaration of God's absolute unity is a Jewish dogma; in reality it is not 
so ; it is the postulate of religion, the only fundamental which we take for 
granted § Itis so self-evident a truth that the mind of man has neither been able 
to reject it nor to disprove it. The most advanced thinkers confess that the 
material universe manifests a Spiritual Power. How we name that Power 
is unimportant, but that it -exists and is the sole Reality of the universe is 
undeniable. We can no more deny the existence of that Power than we can 


‘deny that the sun shines, that water is liquid, that ice is cold, and that fire 


is hot. It is an essential fact of the universe. It is true that Maimonides 
formulated Thirteen Articles of Faith, which have found their way into the 
Jewish Prayer Book, and that in regard to them he says, ‘‘ When all these 
principles of faith are in.the safe keeping of a man, and his conviction of them 
is well established, he then enters into the general body of Israel. When, how- 
ever, a man breaks away from any of these fundamental principles of belief, 
then of bim it is said that he has gone out of the general body of Israel, and he 
denies the root-truths of Judaism.” But that was the view of Maimonides and 
the Maimonists generally, while his “ formulation of a dogmatic test was never 
confirmed by any body of Rabbis. No Jew was ever excommunicated for 
declaring his dissent from these articles. No Jew was ever called upon formally 
to express his assenttothem . . . the opposition to the Articles was both 
impressive and persistent. Some denied altogether the admissibility of 
Articles, claiming that the whole Law and nothing but the Law was the 
Charter of Judaism. Others criticised the Maimonist Articles in detail.” One 
reason why the Jew protests against fixed creeds arises from the fact that as 
religion is a progressive, vital force in human life, every attempt at definition 
can only result in confusion. And another reason from the consideration tbat 
Jews have suffered so much from the tyranny of dogmas. The world was not 
satisfied with condemning those who refused to be bound by its creeds to a life 
in eternal hell-fire after death, but began to inflict the punishment here on 
earth. The Jew was not only condemned for his unbelief in a future state, but 
the world prepared him for endless suffering while he was still alive. To all 
this the Jew replied, in the words of his Rabbinical teachers, that “The 
Righteous of all creeds have a share in the world to come.”

DR. GASTER ON THE WAR MEMORIAL SCHEME. 


On Sunday, the prizes at the Institute were distributed by Mrs. L. A. 
Jouques. Haham Dr. M. GAsTER presided. The proceedings opened with 
the singing, by the children, of Hebrew songs. A Hebrew recitation was given 
by Master Victor Jouques. The prizes having been distributed, 

Dr. Gasrer said that he had recently asked the Principal of the Institute 
how many children weretaught there. The number, he understood, wasone 
hundred and fifty, and he would note a special significance aitach- 
ing to that number. In a beautiful commandment they were told that 
if they found a nest of birds on the roadside they were to send away 
the mother bird, and take the young ones and bring them up so that 
it might go well with them and that their days might be prolonged 
in the land which the Lord God had given them. It was one of 
the most beautiful commandments, redolent of sympathy and love, 
and of all that was best in the old life of Israel. And it was 
notable, as they would recollect that the Hebrew word jp (nest) equalled 
just one hundred and fifty, the number of pupils at that Institute. So that 
Institute was carrying out that commandment. It was taking the little children 
and bringing them up in the proper way, so that it would go well with them 
and well with the community. If they were left on the roadside of life 
might they not perish, become the prey of wild beasts, or meet with som? unto- 
ward accident? Storms would gather, cold winds would blow, the big troubles 
of the world would encompass them, and the grave position of the Jewish people 
would confront them. “ What shall we do,” asked Dr. Gaster, “to protect 
ourselves and our young ones?” They, in that institute bad taken the question 
seriously and by creating a centre of Jewish life and light, they were showing 
their young how to walk in the paths of their forefathers. A new scheme 
was on foot to revive religious education in the Community. But 
it was undertaken by a few young men, who, though they were doubtless com- 
pletely and earnestly sincere, were ignorant of Judaism and of the Jewish way of 
life. They knew not what was real Judaism, her glorious past and the hopeof her 
future. Now they were inspired—he was afraid be ought really to say frightened 
by the void which they had at last come to realise in the Anglo-Jewish 
Community. (Applause.) Among others they had discovered faith and hope aad 
spiritual progress, and they had come back among their own toa veritable desert of 
religious Judaism, save for the few oases that Institutes such as that in which 
they were foregathered, provided. And so they proposed to start upon a new 
scheme of religious education. But what was their religion’? Where was their 
Judaism manifest? Judaism was a living fact, a moving force, guiding and 
impelling their actions in life. The Jew who was learned in the Holy Writ, 
who was familiar with works such as the Ciimmes with Rashi—he could be 
inspired by some of the old Holiness, he would know where was the Fountain 
of Life for their people—in the learning of their teachers of old, in the 
sacred history of their people. These young men were to-day reaping the 
harvest the Community itself had sown,

which they had sown in ignorance of Judaism. It was, therefore with profound 
regret that he had heard the President of the Board of Deputies declare that 
they did not want clerics, but laymen, for the teaching of ministers. What wasa 
Jewish cleric? Hedid not understandtheterm. Ejithera man was a Rabbi or he 
was not. Jews had no Bishops, no priesthood. 
did not understand how to respect and appreciate its Kabbis. It asked of Jews’ 
College to produce for them a man who was a combination of Chazan and Secre- 
tary. Itdid not want a Rabbi who was learned and could teach, but a layman 
who knew nothing. And now /1,000,000 was to be spent in order to move the 
training centre of future rabbis away from London, to coop it up in a cloister, 
in a Christian place which was, and rightly so, permeated with Christian 
spirit, Woe to the rabbis to be thus created, and woe also to the 
community that would appoint such rabbis! They spoke of the necessity 
of introducing English civilisation. What was Jinglish civilisation? He had 
never heard an Englishman speak of English civilisation; because an 
Englishman knew that civilisation meant the collective work of the finest 
spmits throughout the world. Let them beware of designating as alien 
one or another section of Jewry. The whole of Jewry was one. They were 
one nation and they owed one loyalty to one God—one law. The Jew 
who to-day was suifering in the streets of Cracow was their brother, his Torah 
was their Torah. And bound by their’sacred tongue, they had a common love 
of their past and a hope for their future. Unless they stood united in the old 
traditions they could not hope to be protected from the dangers which beset 
them, There were fledglings to be found on the road to-day, East and West, 
whose mothers and fathers were drowned in a sea of Jewish blood. It was 
their duty to gather in these little ones and to bring them up as their parents 
would have wished them to be brought up. The Jews of the West End, who 
were proposing the scheme, were ignorant of the sacrifices made by poor Jews 
for their children. Often these people gave to their little ones the bread from 
their own mouths, and not alone the material bread, buat also the spiritual bread. 
That was civilisation, the desire to see one's children better than oneself 
in honesty, morality, and the respect they commanded from the world without, 
Only by training, only by holding steadily the lamp of knowledge, of 
light, and of faith, in the darkness could they hope to evolve self-respecting 
Jews, whom the world would look up to. Might it be granted to them to 
give their children that upon which their hearts were set! Then it would go 
well with them and their days—their days wou'd be prolonged because they 
woulc keep and preserve that spiritual liberty and freedom which would redeem 
jhem in the land of their fathers wherein would be laid a Jewish culture, which 
was the only culture in the world for them. {Loud Cheers.) 

Mr. WEINTROUB, who is proceeding shortly to Palestine, announced that 
Mr. Gardner would take his place in the Institute. 

Mr. GARDNER, the new Principal, addressed the pupils, and appealed for 
financial support for the Institute. He also strongly urged the formation in 
the near future of 

A JEWISH DAY SCIIOOL IN THE WEST-END. 
Evening classes, he said, were at best a substitute for a Jewigb school. 

Mr. L. A. JoUQUES, who was received with great enthusiasm from the 
children of the classes, said that the nation was passing through a terrible 
crisis. The blackest deeds of persecution, suffered throughout a long Galuth, 
were being surpassed to-day in one half of Europe, while in the other balf they 
were being assailed with the weapon of anti-Semitism, Even in England, the 
classical land of Freedom, Judaism was attacked—by missions—the mission, for 
instance, of the Liberal Synagogue, whose activities were such that it would 
soon be said that the whole of Christianity had passed into Jewish hands. 
A league of men who professed the Jewish faith were possessed of a scripto 
manta which led them into the columns of an anti-Semitic Press to atiack 
their fellow-Jews. The remedy for the ills of their people lay in the work of 
the Institute which taught the young generation the duties of a Jew—not of 
an Anglo-Jew or a French or German Jew, but simply of a Jew. 

Thanks were accorded to the Chairman and Mr. and Mrs. Jouques. 

A collection was made for £50. £32 was quickly subscribed by the parents 
(mainly the mothers of the pupils), and Mr. Jouques added /18 to that amount, 
which, as he pointed out, spelt ‘", and would stand for the life of their great 
Hon. President and Chairman, Dr. Gaster. 

After the speeches, more songs and a Jewish sketch were artistically 
rendered by the pupils, under the direction of their teacher, Miss Gevertz,

THE SINAI LEAGUE. 


FIRST GENERAL CONFERENCE, 


[OFFICIALLY COMMUNICATED. ] 


Tue first general Conference of the Sinai League was held at the 
Jews’ College, and was attended by thirty-one delegates represent- 
ing fifteen active and five former branches. The first session was 
opened by Rabbi Dr. M. JuNG, President of the organisation. In his 
presidential address, he said that it was gratifying to see young men and young 
women come together for the purpose of seeing how they could devote their 
strength to the Torah. How much could be done for Judaism if our youth 
would work for our faith! Sinai work was begun in East London with a branch 
of about fifteen members. Since then the organisation had created twenty-six 
branches, and, although some bad suspended activities, they knew that Sinaism 
would in time become the creed of a great many Jewish young men and young 
women. The work in the past had been very valuable, but iit was as nothing 
compared with what they would do in the future. The word Reconstruction 
was on everybody's lips: they, however, did not say reconstruct Judaism, but 
revive Judaism, the Judaism of Sinai. Sinaism stood for traditional Judaism. 
When they spoke of reconstruction they did not mean reconstructing the Torah, 
which was perfect and eternal, 

Mr. E. I. Spters, M.A., Honorary Chairman of the League, greeted the 
delegates, and mentioned that it was the first time in the annals of Angio-Jewry 
that a Conference of this description had been held. 

A resolution protesting against the pogroms committed against the Jews in 
Eastern Europe was adopted silently, the delegates rising from their seats. A 
second resolution confirming the desire of the Sinai League to form a Sinai 
colony in Palestine, and to assist in the settlement of the Jewish people there on 
a true Jewish basis, was also adopted. 

Mr. A. M. Apter, Chairman of the Conference, read the report of the 
temporary re-organisation committee. During the war nine branches had been 


_ forced to suspend activities, but the League nevertheless counted to-day an 


active membership of about 800. During the last few weeks, three new 
branches had been formed, in Dublin (for young women), in Stamford Hill, and 
in Mile End, and the other branches were all being reorganised. The greatest 
difficulty which the League had to contend with was the lack of suitable 
accommodation, and a Sinai Centre in East and in North London were essential 
for the future welfare of :he League. The Sinaist, organ of the League, had 
already issued nine numbers, and had exerted a large amount of influence 

The new constitution was adopted. It was decided that the organisation 
should remain absolutely independent. 

A paper on “ Sinai Palestine Colonisation,” was read by Mr. A. M. Apier

The following were elected :—Rabbi Dr. M. Jung, President; Rabbi Saul 
Cohen and Mr. E. I. Spiers, M.A., Vice-Presidents; Mr. A. M. Adler, 
Chairman; Mr. H. A. Goodman, Honorary Secretary, and Mr. B. Homa, 
Treasurer. A General Council of fifteen was also elected. 

The final session of the Conference was held on Monday evening. Mr. 
A. M. Adler presided, and was supported on the platform by the Chief Rabbi, 
Haham Dr. Gaster, Rabbi Dr. M. Jung, Dayan A. Feldman, and Rabbi Dr. 
V. Schonfeld. 

The Cuter .Rapst, addressing the Conference, said: I have merely come 
here to-night to tell vou what a good Sinaist I really am. There is no man 
who more appreciates your activities than I do. I have watched your work 
from a distance, and I came here to tell you that if at any time you require my 
help, I will gladly place it at your disposal. Your conference has now finished 
its work after two days, and I say to you Chazak, chazak, venischazak, be 
strong and continue the good work which you have been doing, for no work 
deserves more success than yours. We are to-day seeing how many decompos- 
ing influences have setin, in Judaism, and your movement which calls for 
undiluted loyalty to our faith will do much to strengthen it. You have made 
it part of your work to study Judaism. You wishto know and understand, as 
well as to believe in it. You must be happy in your Judaism, and feel it to 
be a joy in your life, The greatness of our nation is its holiness and its Torah. 
Not in our language, nor in our land, but only in the teachings of Sinai do we 
find the symbols of nationhood, Ihave come here to wish you God-speed in 
your work ; may the Almighty's blessing rest on you all, and may your activi- 
ties be crowned with the success which they well deserve ! (Cheers), 


Haham Dr. GASTER said: You have had, and will always continue to have

a great friind in me. I have been greatlystruck by the enthusiasm which seems to 


prevail in your ranks, and I am glad to see this ; just now we require such enthu- 
siasm. Sinai was a mount which could be sten from afar, and lighted up the sur- 
rounding country, and I feel happy to see that this light of Sinaistill burns. I 
nnoderstand that you have twenty-six branches; I want totranslate this, Do you 
know that twenty-six is the ineffable name of the Lord? You know that I am 
a lover of legends, I see beauty in these wondrous old tales. Let me relate a 
legend to you. When David the King wished to build the Temple, and whilst 
digging for the foundation he came to a peculiar stone. He raised it from its 
resting-place, and some water commenced to spurt out. The water continued 
running, and he went to his councillors and asked them the reason for this, and 
they told him that when the waters were running down into the abyss after the 
Flood, God took this stone and sealed up the waters, and it was these waters 
which were now running out. He knew not what to do, and his wise men 
advised him to imscribe the name of the Lord on the stone, which 
he did, and the waters ran back again. Do you know why I tell you 
this? Your Chairman has stated that you have fifteen active branches, 
and the number fifteen is also the gematria of the ineffable name of God 
You have inscribed the name of Sinai on this stone, which is pushing back the 
waters of ignorance that threaten to flood us, and gradually this stone of Sinai 
will block in these waters. Sinai is to become the foundation-stone of Judaism 
of to-morrow. The great work of Sinai is here in the diaspora, and 1 believe 
you will become a great power in the life of Anglo-Jewry for the glory of God 
nd His eternal Torah. (Cheers.) 

a Dayan FELDMAN said that they all knew he was an old friend of Sinai 
He had worked with them, and bad seen the work which was being done in the 
branches, Unannounced, he had come to their study circles, and had there 
seen the same enthusiasm which prevailed there that night. Anglo-Jewry to-da4 
needed the influence which the League was exerting on its youth, and knowing 
its work, he knew that it would become a great power in the community. 

Rabbi Dr. V. ScHONFELD said that the present was an extremely 
dangerous time for traditional Judaism in this country. Those Jews who 
preached a something which they termed Judaism were coming from the West 
to the East End and hoped to take away their youth, iad it was the work of the 
Sinai League which aimed at bringing their youth to their boly faith. 
could not become reserved only for the synagogues. 

Mr. H. A. GOODMAN proposed a vote of thanks to the speakers. He 
expressed the deep gratitude of the Conference for the support which had been 
proffered by the spiritual leaders of the community.

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The Rev. A. A. Green on ‘‘ England and Racial OBITUARY. : 
Prejudices.” 


[COMMUNICATED |} 


Tre Rev. A. A. GREEN recently delivered an address in connection with 
the Congregational Church at Bromley, Kent. The Rev. O. G. Whitfield, 
M.A., presided over a large assembly. After dealing with the general position 
of the Jews in this country, Mr. GREEN said that he would like to offer a few 
words as one Englishman speaking to his fellow-countrymen: in days of 
unprecedented crisis. He would tell them plainly that when they read in the 
Press and heard on public platforms so much incitement of passion and 
prejudice, they were witnessing the debasement ofa victory in a great cause 
into the triumph of that which was mean and unworthy. He preferred that 
this country should be inspired by the spirit of the noble principles of Abraham 
Lincoln, “ With malice towards none, with charity for all.” Those who had 
laid down their lives had made a great sacrifice for a great England, the 
Mother of the Free, the Foe to oppression. With regard to our enemies, 
forgiveness was greater than reprisals and love was a mightier conqueror 
than hate. 

No foe who stood against usin the field of battle had been so dire an enemy 
to this country as were those who set themselves the un-Christian, un-English, 
and uncivilised mission of stirring up class hatred, religious prejudice, and 
racial passion. He preferred to turn from the Press, which fostered such feel- 
ings, to the Prophets of the Bible, and he had the courage to say in their spirit 
that continuance of such a crusade meant the lifting of the axe to the roots of 
everything that had made England great in the past, or could keep it great in 
the days to come. 

The Rev. O. G. WuITFIELD, M.A., in proposing a vote of thanks to Mr, 
Green, said that the sympathy and appreciation which the audience had shown 
was sufficient indication to their Jewish visitor that the great heart of England 
would be found right on the question to which he had alluded with so much 
courage. When he heard a Jew stand up for such principles in the name of the 
great teachers of his race, he felt that it was a message of true religion being 
spoken in the modern world by the representative of its earliest exponents. 


South Hackney Talmud Torah. 


CONSECRATION CEREMONY. 


THE new premises of the South Hackney Talmud Torab, at 76, King 
Edward Road, were consecrated last Sunday. Dayan Feldman performed the 
ceremony in the absence, through indisposition, of the Chief Rabbi. .Mr. W, 
APTER, President of the Institution, presided over a large gathering. , 

‘The Rev. I. Shapiro, Reader of the New Synagogue, recited the psalms of 
Dedication and Mincha. 

The CHAIRMAN, in presenting a handsome gold key to Mr. 1. Norman Kremer, 
said that it wou!d not fit the lock, but that he hoped that he would often look at it and 
think that it might fit a safe—perhaps the safe of a Talmud Torah, which was very 
often empty. 

Mr. KREMER expressed his great pleasure at having the honour of opening the 


Talmud Torah, which he was sure was egreatiy needed in the district. He declared 
the Talmud Torah open, and hoped it would be a very great success. 

In recognition of their services to the institution, gold keys were also presented 
to Messrs. Polakoff, A. l. Shapiro, and H. Weinstock by Mr. Altman, and'to Messrs. 


Spiro, Auerbach, and Brownstone by Mr. M. Woolf, the Vice-President. Mr. ALTMAN 
said that he did not think it was true that Jews were a materialistic people who only 
thought of business. There was no people that had so many schools as the Jews. 
He hoped the recipients.of the keys would continue to do good to the institution in the 
future, as they had done in the past. 

Mr. WOOLF spoke of the struggle the Committee had had in getting their new 
home, and sad that he hoped the keys would serve as a perpetual remembrance of the 
Talmud Torah. 

DAYAN FELDMAN expressed his regret that the Chief Rabbi had been prevented 
from coming there that afternoon. Although he (Dayan Feldman) had been taken 
somewhat unawares, he would endeavour to give them a few words of encouracement 
and possibly of advice. He remembered the time when there was only one Talmud 
Torah in London—viz., that in Great Garden Sireet, Whitechapel. Now there were 
many Talmud Torahs, notalone in the East End, but in the Westand Norihalso, They 
were that day celebrating not only the openjng of that Talmud Torah, but the exten- 
sion of the cause of Talmud Torahs generally. Was it necessary for him to speak to 
them of the greatness of the Talmud Torah? They had only just celebrated. the 
Feast of the Giving of the Law. They belonged to the nation whose fathers had stood 
near the Mount of Sinai. The Almighty gave them the Law, not only for themselves, 
but that they should hand it over to their children for future generations. As long as 
fathers and mothers would remember that their children were their pledges for the 
carrying on of the Law, then that Law was safe, and towards this end the Talmud 
Torah had always played the greatest part among the Jewish people. Dayan Feldman 
made an appeal for tunds to carry on the work and to liquidate the debt incurred 
by the purchase of the new premises. He asked each to bring a little oil to keep the 
light of the Talmud Torah burning. If they fulfilled this Mitzvah, they would have 

ect peace and happiness, and would live to see a generation grow up in the know- 

ge of God. Jews would then never have to be ashamed, they would never blush 
in public if their children were brought up in such a manner that they would be a 
credit to themselves,'to their parents, to their people, and to the whole world, and to 
this end he asked them to help the Talmud Torah. 

A collection was made, and the sum of 4/300 was raised. 

Oa the motion of Mr, S, L. GAVURIN, thanks were accorded Dayan Feldman, who 
acknowledged the vote. 

Mr. L. E1SEN announced that Messrs. Bonn and Co. had quoted a certain sum 
for the catering, but that when Mr. Bonn, who was present, saw the good work the 
institution was doing, he had generously said that he would make no charge. It was 
resolved to send Mr. Bonn a letter of thanks for his kindness.

Women in Rabbinic Literature.

Sir,—I appreciate the sentiments expressed by your correspondent, Miss 
Regina Miriam Bloch, concerning Women in Rabbinic Literature. 

The early ecclesiastical consideration of woman's position in the community 
was rigidly narrow, yet in spite of the enforced limitations to her complete 
self-expression, the position which the Jewish social system assigned to ber 
constrasted most favourably with that occupied by women of other nations. 
The attitude of the cultured Hellenes towards woman was marred-by a want 
of abstinence and a lack of self-restraint, and the expression of their sublime 
sentiment to womanhood was vitiated by a sordid grossness. 


Hebrew thought introduced into the world a remarkable contrast in sanci:ty 
and virtue, which is emphasised by the attitude of the Rabbis and of ‘!° 
Church Fathers, The Patristic literatare expounded unreserved disparage me ' 
of, and contempt for, woman; she was the “radix malorum.” Said lau, 
“Woman is to go veiled because she is but the glory of man, whereas Man °s 
the image of God.” What a contrast is revealed by the countless Rabbinic 
aphorisms which form an index to the exalted Jewish conception of woman | 

On the other hand, arising from her limited domestic aspirations and the 
lack of opportanity for self-development outside this: sphere, woman was 
excluded from the Beth Hamedrash, and man was strictly forbidden to instruct 
his wife or daughter in the oral law, as thereby ail bounds of decorum were 
exceeded. Woman was not considered part of a Minyan nor allowed to recite 
the Kaddish. In this respect, the Jews were as retrogress.ve as the peoples 0! 
antiquity. 

It would seem that the lofty poetic praise for “the woman of worth’ was 
tempered by expressions of humiliation when she was considered apart from 
her marital function, [ven the most advanced of Jewish thinkers held ty"! 
grip on Tradition, and a woman who did not, or could not, marry was regarded 
with undisguised contempt. 

At such times in history, when woman was more or less in mental bondage, 
the “humiliation” of the Jewish woman was in degree less termble in \(s 
intensity, for it was always sublimely tempered with the ideals of a progress\ve 
people Even in the dim ages of early social relationship, the Jewish sp'r't 
conceived woman as being distinctly superior in potentiality. 

The antagonism of ideas to which Miss Bloch refers may be more apparent! 
than real, for at any given epoch legends are but an index to the psychology ot 
a people. The Jewish people, in the course of their development, were 2° 
illustration of this rule ; and in the dawn of literature the Oriental conception of 
woman must bave been dominant, and consequently gave rise to those unde- 
veloped ideas and crude expressions which in the light of later Rabbinic ideals 
lose their intensity of spirit.

AMERICAN AMBASSADOR RECEIVES POLISH 
DEPUTATION, 
Warsaw [F.O.C.! 

Mr. Gibson, the Ambassador of the United States at Warsaw, has received 
a Zionist deputation which consisted of Rabbi Ziotnik, Dr. Kiumel, and MM. 
Podlishevsky and Farbstein. M. Farbstein, speaking in Polish, greeted in Mr. 
Gibson, a representative of the noble nation and of the great land where Jewish 
refagees from oppression bad always found a home. He paid a tribute to 
President Wilson, and to the efforts of America and England to liberate the 
small mations and to give to Jews a National Home in Palestine. Dr Kiumel, 
speaking in Hebrew, in similar terms, thanked America for its attitude towards 
ihe Jewish problem in general and the Zionist aims in particular. 

The Ambassador, in reply, spoke of the Jews as one of the best elements in 
the United States. He promised to transmit the greetings of the Polish 
Zionists to President Wilson, and stated that America was ready to support 
the Zionist objects, and that he was personally prepared to assist the Zionist 
orgaorsation in its work. 


THE “CHINA JEWISH COLONY” IN PALESTINE. 
SHANGHAI |F.O.C., | 

At the Zionist meeting hel’ in memory of Mrs. E. S. Kadoorie, 
Judge Charles S. Lobiogier suggested that some form of memorial 
should be raised in Palestine to the deceased lady, a proposition which 
was warmly supported by Mr. Edward I. Ezra, who was chairman 
of the meeting. At a meeting of the representative members of the 
Shanghai Jewish Community, held on the Lith April, it was unanimously 
decided to establish a large colony in Palestine in memory of Mrs. Kadoorie. 
A suggestion was made, and was agreed to unanimously, thatthe “ China Jewish 
Colony ” in Palestine, for which the Shanghai Community subscribed /5 000 
last year, be merged into a “Laura Kadoorie Colony ™ and that the contributions 
thereto be increased to /1U,000 It is intended to give immediate effect to this 
excellent and worthy proposal, and the balance of /5 000 to complete the 
£10,000 required for the purpose has accordingly been remitted to the Jewish 
Colonial Trast. 

About eighteen months ago, Mr. Kadoorie offered to Dr. Chaim Weizmann 
to erect a hospital in Jerusalem on an extensive scale, This, too, will 
be named after his late wife. 


CHASSIDIM AND THE MOVEMENT, 


Yischuw Erez Israe! is the name of a new Zionist 0 ganisation of Orthodox- 
Chassidim Jews. Many well known rabbis—among them members of the 
famous family of Friedmann—take an active part in the affairs of the organisa- 
tion, of which Rabbi Chaim Schapira, the rab of Drohaleycz, is the leader. 
The object of this organisation is to bring the Chassidim, who were, until now, 
opponents of Zionism, into the Zidnist fold. The organisation is meeting with 
much sympathy and enthusiasm among the Jews of Galicia and Poland, and a 
number of branches bave been founded in those countries. 

At a meeting attended by some three thousand orthadox Jews, among whom 
were forty rabbis, resolutions-were adopted in support of the Basle programme. 


THE CHALUZA MOVEMENT. 

The Chaluza movement is assuming considerable proportions in Russia, 
Poland, and Austria. There are in Vienna alone fifteen groups with more than 
seven hundred members, who are working on the land to prepare themselves 
for an agricultural life in Palestine.

Sir,—I have not the least desire to put an obstacle in the way of Mr.

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The Anti-Alien Menace.

Sin,—Your trenchant editorial note under the above caption, in che Je wisi 
CHRONICLE of June 6th, breathes of the true, unadulterated, buoyant spirit 
of Anglo-Jewry, and you knocked the nail on the head when you said, 
‘cowardice has never yet profited the Jew and never will.” But it really cuts 
one to the quick to think that at the present juncture, when the alien has helped 
the Allies to fight for liberty and freedom, and has been ready to make and has 
made the supreme sacrifice with the same fortitude as the true Briton, that you 
should have occasion to remind England that “after all, Great Britain's Empire 


and the world's acquiescence in it rest nota little upon England's traditions 
and freedom.” 


In the present morbid state of the world, the heartless terms of the 
proposed Order in Council with regard to aliens are what we may really cal! 
the dreaded psychological microbes in social science, the far-reaching ravages 
of which the egotistical man cannot possibly conceive. If anyone wishes to 
know the mischief the proposed Order in Council bas already done, even in its 
embryonic state, let him jast look at the riots in Liverpool, Newport, and 
Cardiff, and at such headlines as those of last week's newspaper placards : 
“ Crowd Smash Up Black Men's Houses,” “ Frenzy of Race Feud,” “ Terrified 


Malays,” aged soon. Whatwas the cause of it all? It is the natural outcome 
of the anti-Alien Menace! 


A note of mine, onder the heading “J'accuse,” which I wrote on September 
14th, 1911, on the occasion of the anti-Alien disturbances in South Wales, will, 
1 believe, bear repeating. It runs as Tollows :— 


It is a deplorable state of affairs' . . . If men canbe educated, I -have heard 
say, the instiations will share their improvement and the moral sentiment will 
write the law of the-land. England has for generations followed this precept 
to the very letter and spends millions of pounds educating the masses so that 
the country and the world at large has always shared their improvement and 
the moral gentiment has always written the law of the land. We wer. 
free men ia this country because freedom was for. ail. Once a man's 
foot was on English soil or even on an English ship, he was a free man. 
Were he native or foreign-born, English law was his guardian angel, and the man in 
the street was perfectly aware of it. He respected the stranger simply because the 
law of the Jand respected him. A change has come over all this. The millions we 
spend on educating the masses are wasted, as the doings in South Wales prove. We 
live now in a very low state in this country. The Government is not superior to the 
common citizen, it makes distinctions between the inhabitants, and the rable takes 
advantage of t. They begin to molest those whom they think the Government con- 


siders “ioreign devils"; but their fiendish work does not stop there, the native comes 
in for some of the damage as a matter of course. It is not a feeling of anti-Semitism 
that caused the distressing scenes in South Wales, that is a ceriainty. Then who is 
responsible for this state of aflairs? I accuse the promoters of the obnoxious Aliens 
Act. Thatit is they who have violated the character and condition of the peopie of the 
United Kingdom!.... 


It is eight years since I wrote the above, and I repeat it to-day. It is not 
private individuals, but the actions of a Government, that are the cause of the 
“frenzy of race feud.” It is the Government that shapes the habits and condi- 
tion of the people for good or evil, for happiness or misery.

LEICESTER GALLERIES. 


AFTER this long spell of fine hot weather, the exhibition of the recent 
works of Mr. Walter Bayes, at the Leicester Galleries, seemed particularly 
appropriate, for there are few of the artist's pictures which do not give us a very 
vivid representation of the heated atmosphere of Italy and the South of France.

“THE LOST LEADER.” | 

LAST week witnessed the first performance, at the Court Theatre, of “The 
Lost Leader.” The precincts, which, but lately, were enlivened with the 
blunders of Malvolio, are now being thrilled by a tragic drama woven around 
the romantic figure of Charles Stewart Parnell. Mr. Fagan deserves all honour 
for a very perfect piece of production, for the acting throughout is natural, and, 
despite the many “native Irish” paris, we are spared the bat too {frequent 
enormity of the assumed brogue. 

The plot itself develops a very clever dramatic situation, the/conversation 
is natural, and the speeches of the re-discovered Parnell include some fine 
pieces of oratory. Unfortunately the climax in the play is approached rather 
early, and thus the prolonged excitement receives a keen disappointment when 
the “ Lost Leader ” is accidentally killed, before having disclosed his theory for 
the salvation of Ireland, and without having approved any of those which are 
offered to-day. No doubt this ending is very true to real life, but one visits the 
theatre in the hope of seeing human action, noble human action, released 
somewhat from the fetters of the “blind understanding,” to which 
our every - day affairs seem subjected. The author, Mr. Lennox 
Robinson, represents the Irish political parties by men of varying age, from 
the violent youth of Sinn Fein to the grey hair of Unionism. He shows us io 
the many intermediate parties how the radical revolutionary of yesterday 
can scarcely find in his old programme a point which is not to-day taken for 
granted as “orthodox” creed. And it seems that time invariably decides in 
favour of the passionate intuition of youth as against “ old barren reason.” 

Mr. Norman McKinnel's acting of Lucius Leniban is superb. It is to be 
hoped that the play will receive the attention it merits from those who can 
appreciate intelligent drama well acted. I,

which the solo p:rt was played by Miss Marjorie Hayward with much tasic 
and discretion. 

The London Tri» hive already established their reputation, and at their 
concert last week t the Alolian Hall a capital interpretation was given of the 
Tchaikowsky trio’ In Memory of a Great Artist.” An. outstanding feature of 
the concert was tl: si ging of Miss Greta Williams, vety finely accompanied 
by Mr. Adolph Mann. 

At the special concert organised by Miss Winifred Leeson at Clapham Hal! 
recently, in aid of the funds of the 4th London General Hospital, 
at Denmark Hill, many well known artists gave their services, including Mis: 
Cissie Loftus, Miss May Edouin, Miss Dorothy Varick, and others. 

Mr. Victor Benham gave his final recital for this season at the 
Wigmore Hall last week. The programme opened with Beethoven's 
Waldstein sonata, which Mr. Benham treated in rather too objective a manner to 
realise its profound significance. The difference was noticeable when he tnrned 
to Schuman's Fantasie, Op. 17, wherein he really caught the spirit of the 
composer, The programme concluded with a Chopin series, and here the 
pianist was obviously in a congenial element. Very tastefully he used al! his 
technical facility to charm his audience with the great composer's irresistib!c 
decorative. A large audience gave marked intimation of their approval. 

Pianists have been strongly in evidence in this week's musical scheme, and 
many famous players have been heard.

The purely “foreign” Jewish lad 
will have a guide, counsellor, and friend in Mr. Bendas, whilst the 
“English” student will have one who, during a quarter of a century, has had 
ample means of being able to share and understand his sentiments. Mr 
Bendas’ impending removal to London will be severely felt in Hull, where he 
has endeared himself to the entire Community, having, by bis communal 
activities and enthusiasm, been brought into touch with practically every 
Israelite in that city. 

In proof of his manifold activities, may be mentioned his public lec'ures 
on Jewish matters, his work for the Hull Hebrew Board of Guardians, his 
Honorary Secretaryship of the local Zionist Association, and also of the Jewish 
Shelter and the Hull Sick Visiting Society, his activities in connection with the 
Russian Relief Fund, and the adult classes he formed and personally instructed 
in the Ta!mad. 

In non-Jewish circles the rev. gentleman has gained deep esteem by bis 
public-spirited work as a member of the General Committee of the Victoria 
Hospital and the Hull Royal Infirmary. -It has been said that his house had 
latterly become an Honorary Solicitor's Office, patronised by those who 
were called up, or had to appear before tribunals, or their wives and 
dependents.—G. P.

AUNTIE'S CHAT. 


Last week I had something to say about 
Change and Reform. In thinking over 
what I said then, I was reminded of a story 
told by a famous Jewish preacher who tived 
long before our time, but whose words still 
have a living ring about them. The tale is 
so apt and interesting that 1 am sure you 
will hike to read it 

THE GOOD PRINCESS. | 

A princess came to the throne of a large 
kingdom, and she made up her mind that 
all her subjects should live as happily as it 
was in her power to make them, and she 
was specially concerned that the conditions 
under which the labouring classes worked 
should be as good as possible. So she sent 
for one of the older officials of the Court, 
whom she knew to be a man of bensvolent 
disposition and wide experience, and told 
him what was in her mind. She said she 
thought that where bad conditions pre- 
vailed it was largely through ignorance, 
and she was anxious that none of her sub- 
jects should suffer through lack of wise 
advice and instruction. The statesman 
commended the princess for her noble 
thought, and advi-ed her to send someone ) 
on a tour through the country to examine 

the conditions ~and Suggest remedies for 
any evils that he might find. This advice 
was at once adopted by the princess, and | 
she begged the old courtier himself to 
undertake the mission he had proposed. 
This he readily agreed to do, and the 
princess armed him with full powers to 
enforce the remedial measures which he | 
might think necessary. 


THE SICKLY WORKERS. 
The Commissioner went out upon his 
tour, and he saw many things whicp 


orders had not been carried out and he had 


saddened him, and he issued various 
proclamations for social improvements of 
all kinds to be put into force immediately. 
But he was most shocked when he came to 
a large iron works to see the sickly appear- 
ance of the workpeople. He sent for the 
proprietor and asked him for an explana- 
tion. The man said “1 am afraid it cannot 
be helped; the men have to blow into the 
furnaces to get them hot and this affects 
their lungs.” “Do you mean to say,” 
asked the Commissioner, “that you have 
never heard of a bellows?” The man said 
he had not. The Commissioner explained 
what a bellows was, and ordered him to 
procure several sets at once. On his 
return to Court he reported to the princess, 
who expressed great satisfaction at what 
he had done, and asked him to go round 
again after a few months and see what 
improvements had been achieved. 
THE DEAD FURNACES. 

On his second tour the Commissioner 
saw how useful his first trip had been, 
though there were many places where his 


to inflict punishments. At length he came 
to the iron works, and to his great astonish- 
ment he found the workmen looking just as 
ill as before. “Did you not get the 
bellows?” he asked the owner.. “ Yes,” he 
replied, “ but they were no use; they would 
not bring flame to the fires when they went 
out.” “No, you stupid man,” said the 
Commissioner angrily, “ if you let the fires 
go out no bellows will revive them any 
more than the men blowing; they are only 
useful with glowing coal.” 


THE MORAL, 

"The moral of this tale, the preacher 
explained, is that we may introduce all 
sorts of new ideas into the practice of 
Judaism, but they will only avail if the old 
enthusiasm for our faith iskeptalive. Once 
the furnace fire is allowed to go out then 
nothing will be of any use to bring it to life 
again, ex — to kindle it entirely afresh. 
We must adapt our faith wisely to "he pro- 
gress of the times, It is foolish to go on 
blowing when we may use a beliows, but 
we must understand the right use nven of 
the bellows. The fires must be kept alive!
